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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The general situation in the various markets 
in which our readers are interested remains 
much the same as at this time last week. The 
un3ettling influences which have so long af- 
fected trade have been only partially removed, 
and until there is a decided change for the bet- 
ter in this direction there is little prospect of a 
material improvement in business, The drug 
market presents a quiet but ge erally steady 
appearance. Oils are meeting with a moderate 
share of attention, and paints are steady, 
though generally quiet. The chemical market 
sbows no improvement, and dyes are feeling 
the effects of the labor troubles at the mills. 
Petroleum is higher and in a better position, 

The money market has fluctuated somewhat 
duriog the past week owing to the shifting of 
loans and increased requirements of borrow- 
ers, incident to the first of April settlements, 
The interest payments duc at this time are 
larger than at any other period of the year ex- 
cept Januaryand July, and immediately fol- 
lowing our last call loans were bid up to five 
per cent, but since then have ruled easy and 
the supply has been fully equal to, if not in 
excess of, the demand. The rate to Stock Ex- 
change borrowers is 2@2% per cent. Commer- 
cial paper, isin good supply, and the demand 
is light. We quote 60 to 90 days’ in- 
dorsed bills receivable at 4 per cent; four 
months’ acceptances at 4}4@5,and good single 
names, having four to six months to run. 5@

CAUSTIC SODA. 


In a former review of the alkali trade 
for the year 1885 we gave many inter- 
esting statistics as regards shipments, 
also the position and the outlook of 
trade for the coming year. While the 
shipments of caustic soda for the year 
1885 only exceeded those of the pre- 
vious ‘year by 1,505 tons, they have 
since the opening of the present year 
been on an increase, owing to the large 
shipments of seventy-four and seventy- 
five per ecnt. strength, which is fast 
superseding the ordinary seventy per 
cent. Until recently it was claimed 
that the high cost of making these 
strengths did not warrant the manu- 
facturers in engaging very largely in 
their production, as consumers would 
not pay the price demanded for them, 
claiming on their part that the lower 
test did the work satisfactorily and at 
much less cost. But recent devel- 
opments in the process of making 
caustic soda, it is claimed, have shown 
that the seventy- four and seventy-five 
tests can be produced as cheaply, if 
not cheaper, than seventy per cent. 
with the exception of some makes of 
seventy six for which it is claimed that 


present prices are below cost to 
manufacturers. If this is not 
true, why, it is asked, should 


the manufacturers abroad push their 
various makes of high test at the same 
price, if not less, than seventy per 
cent? The recent large arrivals, to- 
gether with other shipments on the 
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way, give very little encouragement for 
the expectation of higher pricesin the 
near future. 

Another reason given by those inter- 
ested for the probable precedence to 
be taken by the higher tests, is that 
the duty and freight from Liverpool 
and inland transportation charges are 
the same as sixty per cent. to the con- 
sumer. There have been several 
rumors afloat to the effect that the 
recent shipments to Lancashire from 
Germany met with such success that 
they were expected to be turned this 
way in the spring, and it has also been 
reported that the production of the 
Syracuse works will soon come on the 
market; but up to the present time no 
definite information is obtainable re- 
garding either of these important fac- 
tors which are expected to have such a 
direct bearing upon the future values 
of this article. One of the advantages 
of these high test grades of caustic 
soda is the manner of packing. The 
practice adopted by the manufacturers 
of using drums of even weight does 
away with an annoyance with which 
all consumers are familiar, and adds to 
the popularity of the goods.

MORE REJECTIONS OF COTTON- 
SEED OIL. 

The other week the REPORTER had 
occasion to refer to some refined cot- 
tonseed oil which was rejected on ac- 
count of lacking prime qualities, and 
the effect it had of unsettling market 
values. The Oil Committee of the 
Produce Exchange had four other 
disputes to investigate last week and 
this fact rather stirred up the trade. 
The first rejection was a lot of one 
hundred barrels delivered as the first 
installment on an April contract of 
over one thousand barrels. It went 
before the committee and the samples 
shown were declared to be prime. This 
decision gave the seller fresh courage 
and six hundred and fifty barrels of 
the same quality of prime summer yel- 
low were subsequently delivered with 
a similar result. The oil committee 
held another session and sustained the 
rejection on one point, which was that 
of flavor. ‘The rule of the Produce 
Exchange governing sales of cotton- 
seed oil, states that ‘‘summer yellow 
cottonseed oil to pass as prime must be 
brilliant, free from water and set- 
tlings, sweet in flavor and odor, and of 
straw color, not reddish.” The sam- 
ples were up to the requirements with 
the exception noted, but that was 
sufficient to release the buyer. On the 
following day the first lot of one hun- 
dred barrels came to the surface again, 
having heen resold and rejected a sec- 
ond time. The decision in this case 
favored the seller and was based on 
the ground that the sample was iden- 
tical with the one previously examined 
and which had been pronounced prime. 
Still another lot of three hundred and 
fifty barrels, after being delivered on 
the same contract mentioned above, 
failed to satisfy the buyer and his re- 
jection was supported by the commit- 
tee. During the hearings before the com- 
mittee, considerable stress was laid on 
the question whether the buyers had 
seen and accepted the samples before 
purchasing; if the oil had been sold on 
sample, the responsibility of the seller 
would end there, but the principal 
contract had been made last month 
for April delivery. The matter was 
freely commented upon on ’Change, 
except by members of the committee 
who left the subject behind them in 
the committee room. The result of 
this arbitration has influenced some 
buyers for future delivery to demand 
a guarantee with every sale, while 
most transactions for spot delivery are 
on sample, which is declared to bea 
safer and more satisfactory plan to all 
concerned, Disputes over quality are 
comparatively rare in the cottonseed 
oil business, and when the committee 
has work of this character to perform, 
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it naturally creates discussion. The 
developments had the effect of 
strengthening the views of holders of 
prime summer yellow for the time be- 
ing, but the buyers were not around in 
sufficient force to support an upward 
tendency in the market, and the feel- 
ing atthe moment is not so encour- 
aging as this time last week.

THE DECLINE IN ESSENTIAL OILS. 


The remarkable and unexpected de- 
cline in oil of lemon of about sixty 
cents per pound, followed by oils of 
bergamot and orange, has rather puz- 
zled the trade, as the season for the 
heaviest consumption is just approach- 
ing. The downward tendency is at- 
tributed in some circles toa speculative 
movement and the belief has been ex- 
pressed that the decline can only be 
temporary, as the reason cabled 
from Messina was stated to be the 
falling off in demand caused by cold 
weather. It was generally expected 
that the rise in prices of lemon, berga- 
mot and orange would be sustained 
until the next crop in November, as 
heavy frosts had damaged the fruit 
from which the 1886 oil was ob- 
tained and made the yield twenty-five 
per cent less than usual, while the 
good fruit brought high prices for ex- 
port. The important advancein citric 
acid which is made from lemon juice, 
also tended to influence a firm feeling. 
The essential oils named are now in an 
uncertain position and circumstances 
may arise to further complicate mat- 
ters. As the pressing of lemons is said 
to be usually over in March, it is likely 
that the supply was found to be larger 
than expected and that the price was 
considered excessive and artificial. 
Another suggestion whicb probably 
had some bearing on the market, is the 
fact that some parties at the source of 
supply entertaining little or no confl- 
dence in values, aud being anxious to 
take advantage of the high prices, con- 
tinually offered oil at a slight decline 
from the schedule of regular brands 
for 1886 oil; no doubt the high prices 
also encouraged adulteration and the 
shipment of cheaper and inferior 
grades, all of which would have mate- 
rial effect in making a market. It is 
said that many large consumers antici- 
pated their wants at the early stage of 
the advance and will not find it neces- 
sary to lay in further supplies soon. 
The only thing that can bring: about 
an important reaction is a confirma- 
tion of the report that the crop was 
short and good oil scarce, together with 
a brisk demand but prices will hardly 
ascend the scale again so rapidly.

SITUATION IN THE GLASS 
MARKET. 

In the absence of detailed accounts 
of the amount of damage done to the 
Belgium glass works by the strikers, 
the situation in the glass market is 
still one of uncertainty. It is known 
that a great deal of destruction at- 
tended the recent rioting, but whether 
the damage done can be speedily re- 
paired and the works put in run- 
ning order in a short time are ques- 
tions which the trade here is anxiously 
waiting to have answered. If, as it is 
feared, the furnaces have been totally 
destroyed, it will take months to bring 
matters back to where they were a 
week or two ago. Some are inclined 
to believe that the strikers confined 
their demonstrations against the pro- 
prietors to the destruction of manufac- 
tured stock, and whatever damage has 
been done to the works can be prompt- 
ly repaired. This theory, however, 
does not account for the total destruc- 
tion of at least one of the largest of 
the Belgiam factories. The trouble 
between the proprietors aud the glass- 
workers, as near as can be ascertained 
from the meagre accounts at hand, 
grew out of the animosity of the latter 
to the new method of melting which 
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was being gradually introduced in 
the larger works, The new method 
was the substitution of tank furnaces 
for pots which admitted of a much 
larger melt, and consequently longer 
hours of working. The workmen, it 
is said, objected to the longer hours of 
labor, though this is probably only 
one, of several reasons which in- 
duced the strike. 

The importers of glass in this mar- 
ket are working more harmoniously 
together than for several years past, 
but there is no prospect .of a combina- 
tion or association growing out of the 
present circumstances. Even should 
the New York importers effect organi- 
zation, there is no probability that it 
could be made permanent, as the com- 
petition between New York and Bos- 
ton is too sharp to admit of success. 
But there are several local importers 
who do not at all favor any form of 
organization, and this fact alone dis- 
poses effectually of the question. 
Until more definite news is received 
from the other side the importers here 
will continue to act in harmony for 
the purpose of getting the best prices. 
Beside, under the circumstances, each 
is in a measure dependent upon the 
other, and hence unity of purpose is a 
necessity.

THE CINCINNATI DRUG EX- 
CHANGE, 

In last week’s issue of the REPORTER 
brief mention was made of the system 
now in vogue among Cincinnati job- 
bers of disposing of surplus stocks of 
goods. Since then it hasbeen learned 
that a regularly organized exchange 
is in existence, with 8. J. Hale as pres- 
ident, C. P. Calvert secretary, N, A. 
Lloyd treasurer, and seven firms as 
members. The transactions are not 
confined to rebate goods, but include 
all kinds aud these are offered by 
any house in the organization that has 
a larger stock than it wants to carry. 
It has been the experience of every 
jobber that, through circumstances 
over which they have nocontrol, many 
articles show a periodical decrease in 
demand, and to prevent so much cap 
ital from lying idle, and to maintain 
an active movement, they offer the 
surplus supplies on ’Change at an ad- 
vance of eleven per cent. above cost, 
as stated last week. The financial 
operations of the concern are on the 
clearing house plan, the checks being 
made to the treasurer, and he in turn 
settling all accounts at the regular 

weekly meetings. The members not 
only derive a benefit from being en- 
abled to buy in large quantities and 
to dispose of the excess in the manner 
described, but the weekly conferences 
are said to be fruitful of good re- 
sults, as the competing houses are 
brought in closer relation, while all in- 
harmonious actions and petty jealous- 
iesare discussed and remedied to the 
satisfaction of all. 

A drug exchange had previously ex- 
isted in Cincinnati, but it died out for 
lack of interest, and was renewed at 
the time the Proprietary Committee 
of the National Association paid a 
visit to that city to investigate the vio- 
lations of the contract plan by Park & 
Suns, who, by the way, are not in- 
cluded in the new arrangement. It 
was understood at the time that the 
Exchange was renewed simply to have 
a better feeling prevail among the 
members, and harmony of action in 
the general interests of their business, 
but not for the purpose of dividing 
goods. 

It isa well-known fact that the cut- 
ting of prices had diverted the trade 
largely to one source, and it did not 
pay the jobbers there to buy the quan- 
tity lot, consequently they were forced 
to obtain supplies from the cutters. 
When the Cincinnati jubbers signed 
the agreement to hereafter maintain 
the contract plan, they found them- 
selves with depleted stocks. For each 
















house to purchase at one time the full 
quantity of proprietary goods on that 
plan made it almost impossible for 
some of them, as it required a 
large outlay of money, and it was inti- 
mated that some temporary arrange- 
ment in accordance with the rebate 
plan would have to be made among 
themselves until the necessary sup- 
plies were obtained. No doubt the 
present Exchange is the outgrowth of 
that feeling. 

The following letter, explaining the 
true nature of the Exchange, was re- 
ceived from an officer of the organiza- 


tion as we go to press: 

“We think the inference gained from the 
article in your last issue will rather misrepre- 
sent the workers of the Cincinnati Drug Ex- 
change, as our plan is to enable the members to 
procure their goods (at full prices) without 
trouble, rather than to exchange sur- 
plus stocks. While all members  pur- 
chase more or less goods from the 
Exchange, such transactions are bonafide, 
the seller receiving full prices and the 
buyer paying the same; in fact, one of 
the strong inducements for the formation of 
the Exchange, was to prevent the un- 
pleasant custom of exchanging proprietary 
zouds. Allsales are made direct to the Ex- 
change and all purchases are from said Ex- 
change. Goods aresold at the same percentage 
of profit above cost—eleven per cent—in order 
to fully comply with the rebate requirement, 
as all goods sold to the Exchange are at 
once resold at the same price. By this 
arrangement the assets and liabilities of the 
Exchange are always equal. Members in debt 
to the Exchange are required to make payment 
in full every week and this enables the treas- 
urer to fully satiafy all liabilities at the same 
time. Membersof the Exchange are expected 
to carry their stocks as nearly complete as it is 
possible and to use the Exchange to supply im- 
mediate wants for such ivems as they may be 
temporarily short of, or in buying slow selling 
artic'es which do not justify purchasing in 
large quantities. Members of the Cincinnati 
Drug Exchange are in full sympathy with the 
rebate plan of handling proprietary goods, and 
all transactions are in keeping with our rebate 
agreements.” 
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THE ADVANCE IN NITRATE OF 
SODA. 

The somewhat anomalous circum- 
stance of a declining primary market 
and an advancing market here, is 
shown in the course of nitrate of soda 
for some time past, but particularly 
within the past two weeks. The up- 
ward tendency here is traceable to the 
method under which shipments are 
now made and which left a gap of two 
months in the receipts at a time when 
the goods were needed because of the 
light arrivals for some time previous. 
In consequence the immediate spot 
supply at the Atlantic ports was re- 
duced to 36,225 bags, or about one- 
third of the quantity in store and 
afloat at the sume time last year and a 
little over one-half of the spot supply 
in 1884. The market therefore has 
been in a good position for a concen- 
tration of stocks, and the opportunity 
has been grasped by two of the princi- 
pal operators to gain control of it. The 
recent large transactions on the spot 
and to arrive, were part of this move- 
ment. The sales covered over eleven 
thousand bags, or all of the available 
supply not in the hands of dealers. In 
addition to this movement on the spot, 
several cargoes for May-June shipment 
were taken, thus placing the market 
in an unusually strong position. 

As the arrivals of shipments from 
Valparaiso will not begin until June 
and from that time forward will be 
comparatively light until fall, they are 
not likely to affect the market inthe 
interests of buyers. The probabilities 
are that either the prices now ruling 
will obtain until the arrivals become 
more liberal, or that those who have 
control of the market will use their ad- 
vantage to make the buyers pay much 
more than present figures for what 
they will need during the spring and 
summer. The latter alternative is the 
more probable. According to the 
fortnightly circular issued by Mr. F. B. 
Nichols, the visible supply on April ist 
to the month of October was 246,225 
bags, which is 43,663 bags less than we 
had to depend upon last year at the 


same time and 43,924 bags less than the 
supply during these mouths in 1884. 
Thus it will be seen that there is prac- 
tically nothing to prevent a further 
advance, even should the Valparaiso 
market continue to decline. There is 
no probability, however, that the 
parties who have gained control of the 
market will be able to maintain their 
hold on it after October. The arrivals 
from that month forward will make up 
the deficiency which is indicated for 
the spring and summer months, and as 
the principal consumers will have com- 
pleted their supplies, we may reason- 
ably expect a return to normal values. 

From the circular above referred to, 
we obtain the following valuable and 
interesting statistical information re- 
garding arrivals, deliveries and stocks:

RED PARAFFINE OILS. 
For the past two years, the atten- 


tion of dealers in aud consumers of ( 


mineral lubricants has been called to 
what is known in the trade as “red 
oil” or ‘red paraffine oil.” Itisalu- 
bricant of low gravity, bright claret 
color, perfectly sweet and of rather 
high flash and viscosity. The latest 
product of this kind averages twenty- 
one gravity, over four hundred flash 
and about three hundred viscosity, as 
compared with previous viscosity tests 
of two hundred and two hundred and 
fifty. By the same standard, twenty- 
five gravity runs from one hundred 
and twenty to one hundred and forty 
viscosity. It will be observed that 
manufacturers have given particular 
attention to viscosity to satisty the de- 
mands of consumers who have evident- 


ily been reading up on this misunder- 


stood and much abused test. Thered 
oils are largely used for heavy ma- 
chinery purposes, and are very rapidly 
displecing mixtures of lighter gravi- 
ties o' paraffine and animal oils. They 
are also used for leather purposes from 
the fact of being sweet and possessing 
a heavy body, and it is claimed that 
they perform better work of this char- 
acter than any mineral oil heretofore 
used. Their intrinsic value to con- 
sumers is considered so important by 
manufacturers, that they are pushing 
this substitute to the front instead of 
well known and long established 
grades. It is expected that the trade 
in red oil will greatly increase as the 
attention of dealers and consumers is 
more generally called to it. These oils 
were first made and introduced bya 
firm of Philadelphia refiners; since 
then two other Philadelphia houses 
have been manufacturing them, The 
production has gone on advancing, 
Buffalo and this city being added to 
the list. The better grade of red oil 
commands fourteen and sixteen cents 
while another quality is quoted at 
thirteen cents. Some brands are held 
at seventeen cents. As prices are re- 
latively higher than well known reg- 
ular grades of mineral oils which are 














expected togive place to the new can- 
didate for public favor, there may not 
be such an important change in the 
nature of the demand as manufactur- 
ers would seem to think, There is an 
opinion that red oils are artificially 
colored with alkanet root, but the color 
is natural with the product.

THE ALCOHOL TRADE. 

The Western Export Association de- 
cided at a meeting held in Cincinnati 
last week, to continue the March scale 
of production, or twenty eight per 
cent. of capacity, during April. The 
pool seems to be in good working 
order. Profits have been cut down 
somewhat during the past six months 
and they have been allowed to retain 


| accumulating stocks although given an 


opportunity to dispose of supplies at 
higher figures than now prevailing. 
The expectation of a better market 
proved a delusion and a snare which 
the manufacturers now fully realize. 
The fact that good bids were floating 
around before the decline in price, 
encouraged sellers to make a firmer 
stand and the indifference to sell is 
now supplanted by the indifference to 
buy. The alcohol market has been re- 
viewed for the past six months by G. 
Speckel, of this city, as follows: 
“Under most unfavorable circumstances our 
alcohol market has suffered considerable de- 
pression during the last three months. Prices 
have steadily declined, and are now at a point 
where the distillers are not willing to make any 
further concession. The bids were 254%@26c in 
October, 24c in November and 22}4c in Decem- 
berand January. At 2ic—the price they would 
accept to-day for cargo lots—there is no de- 
mand, The export season will be short, many 
of the distillers are already beginning to move 
out their cattle, and by the first of May no 
more alcobol will be made for export, 2lc 
léaving a loss of from 7c to 8c per gallon. The 
production will be limited strictly to home con- 
sumption, from which the distillers get remu- 
nerative price:. The clearances since October 
1, 1885, have been as follows: Octobor Decem- 
ber, 4,278 bbls; January, 5,541 bbls; February, 
2,619 bbls; March, 1.295 bbls. Total, 12,643 bbls.”’

WHAT IS CINNAMON ? 


An interview with an alleged expert 
on cinnamon is going the rounds of the 
daily press, in which the statement is 
made that not more than ten pounds 
of cinnamon bark is to found in the 
United States, and that cassia bark is 
the only article sold for cinnamon. 
The statement is so misleading that it 
should not be allowed to pass un- 
noticed. There are at least three 
hundred bales of true Ceylon cinna- 
mon in the United States, each bale 
containing one hundred pounds and 
held at forty to fifty cents per pound 
for unbroken packages. Before the ar- 
ticle was placed on the free list the price 
fluctuated between eighty cents and 
one dollar. The domestic consumption 
is very limited and confined principally 
to druggists’ use, the balance of the re- 
ceipts at our ports being sent chiefly 
to South America, where a better de- 
mand exists. The finest quality is of a 
light brownish-yellow color, almost as 
thin as paper, smooth, pliable to a con- 
siderable extent, with a splintery frac- 
ture when broken. It has a pleasant 
fragrant odor; and a sweetish, delicate 
flavor, but yielding only a small quan- 
tity of essential oil. Thesticks are com- 
posed of numerous quills, the larger 
enclosing the smaller and forming a 
sort of compact cylinder. 

A species of cinnamon imported 
largely from China is known as cassia 
in the trade, but the majority of con- 
sumers are not acquainted with any 
other variety and recognize it as pure 
cinnamon. The ordinary quality 
passes in commerce under the names 
of “China,” “Canton,” or “Cassia lig- 
nea,” and is the cheapest grade, being 
quoted at six and a half to ten cents 
per pound for unbroken packages; the 
next grade is known as “Batavia” and 
sold exclusively in a powdered form 
at eight to ten cents per pound in a 
wholesale way, the strongest quality 
of cassia comes from the Tonquin dis- 
trict of China and sells under the name

of “Saigon” at forty cents per pound 
in this market. These different grades 
of Chinese cinnamon come in tubes 
from the eighth of an inch to an inch 
in diameter, usually single, sometimes 
double, but rarely more than dout Je, 
They have a darker color than Ccy- 
lon cinnamon, are thicker,stronger aud 
more pungent, but with less sweet and 
grateful taste, although of a similar 
odor, 

Cayenne and several of the West 
India Islands, yield to commerce con- 
siderable quantities of cinnamon, one 
kind of which closely resembles the 
Ceylon grade and another the Cassia. 
Javaalso adds its quota to the cin- 
Damon supplies of the world, and 
Manilla and the Isle of France are 
mentioned as sources of supply, but 
very little reaches the United States 
from these places. As New York is the 
chief place of import, we give below the 
total receipts of pure Ceylon cinnamon 
and cassia bark at this port for the 
past three years:

TROUBLE IN THE RUSSIAN PE- 
TROLEUM CONGRESS. 


Recently the Russian Government 
summoned a Congress to meet at Baku 
todiscuss the following among other 
questions connected with the petro- 
leum trade—namely, measures to fur- 
ther the foreign trade of Russia, ex- 
emption from duty of articles required 
for the utilization of petroleum pro- 
ducts, improvements in Batoum har- 
bor to facilitate the shipping of petro- 
leum, scientific and technical appli- 
auces used in the production, etc., of 
petroleum, the framing of standard 
rules forthe petroleum trade and the 
speedy development of the Aspheron 
Peninsula petroleum fields. The 
Congress met on March 27th. No de- 
tails of the meeting have yet come to 
hand. That it was an interesting 
occasion and one fraught with interest 
to the Russian oil trrde,no one doubts. 
The Congress, according to a cable 
received Saturday, is in danger of 
early falling to pieces. The cable, 
which had its origin in Baku, an- 
nouaoced that fifteen of the largest 
firms had formally withdrawn from 
the Congress. The reason given for 
their action is the rejection by the 
majority of the retail dealers in the 
Congress of the proposition to give the 
manufacturers a vote for every 300 
poods (about 36 barrels) of raw or 
every 100 poods (about 12 barrels) of 
naphtha products wade by them. The 
retiring dealers have joined in a peti- 
tion asking the Government to make 
the disputed regulation compulsory. 
Meanwhile America will continue to 
supply the markets of the old world 
with cheap petroleum. Crude is cheap, 
and no foreign competition that can 
possibly spring up can undersell the 
American refiner. 





THE WYOMING OIL FIELD. 


The next field to attract the atten- 
tion of the oil man will probably not 
be found within the borders of the 
Empire, Keystone, or Buckeye States. 
The course of the oil fever seems to 
tend Westward, and Westward the 
hustling oil man will soon, like the star 
of empire, take his way. A great deal 
has been written about the discovery 
of rich petroleum springs in Wyoming 
and Montana terriories. The latest 
strike reported is in the Bingham basio 
in Wyoming. The oil has been anal- 
yzed it is said by a chemist of the New 
York Board of Health, and the result 
is alleged to show the following prop- 
erties: “Forty per cent. of miveral 
sperm oil, 27 per cent. kerosene, with 
small percentages of gasoline, benzine 
and naphtha.” 

The analysis will have to be repeated 
-fitis intended to make the general 
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public aware of its lubricating and il- 
luminating powers, as‘‘mineral sperm” 
is a trade mark for a manufactured 
oil and the name is not to be applied 
to any natural crude product. The 
chemist doubtless meant that the 
analysis showed forty per cent. of an 
oil resembling “mineral sperm.” He 
should also be reminded of the fact 
that illuminating oil is not generally 
known in the trade as “kerosene,” as 
that was a trade mark of acertain 
brand in the early history of petroleum 
and we believe the word is still used to 
designate a brand of illuminating 
oil. 

At allevents great faith is placed in 
the future production of the Wyoming 
field, according to advices from the 
far West, the latest information being 
to the effect that a flowing spring has 
been discovered, which spouts a stream 
of oil aninch in diameter. The dis- 
trict, as at present prospected, is rep- 
resented to be eighty miles long by 
forty miles wide. The only outlet 
from the oil fields to a railroad isa 
good wagon road to Billings, and 
should they prove as rich as indica- 
tions appear to point, a railroad from 
Billings to the oil fields would be a 
thing of the near future, as a new rail- 
road company has been incorporated 


with a capital of one million dollars.

It is certainly 
the oldest and best known in that section of the 
country and can refer to satisfactory work 
executed for alarge number of commercial 
concerns. 

Considerable business is done in the foreign 
markets in the sales of oil seeds from the 
alluvial tracts of the Brahmaputra in Assam to 
Calcutta. This year the Director of Agricul- 
ture has endeavored to collect statistics of the 
oil seed crop, principally mustard, and the 
probable export of 1886. The area is returned 
as 157,850 acres, against 137,587 acres last year, 
and the crop is estimated to be a “fourteen 
anna’ one, as avainst seventeen annas last 
year. It isexpected that there will be about 
30,000 tons for export during the present year, 


There is a general inquiry concerning ‘‘Lano- 
lin,” the new basis for ointments, salves and 
cosmetic purposes. It is expected to supersede 
vaseline, glycerine and various other similar 
preparations. The enterprising firm of Lutz &

The Ways and Means Committee of Congress 
last Saturday completed its review of the Hew- 
itt tariff blll, and approved every section after 
adopting and applying the recom mendations of 
the Treasury Department. Mr. Hewitt has de- 
cided to add two new provisions to the bill. 
One is in effect that while importers who are 
actually owners will te entitled to make cor- 
rections of entries and invoices to advance 
values in case of undervaluations. persons to 
whom importations are consigned will not 
hereafter be accorded that privilege. Thisis 
the first attempt to introduce into the bill new 
discriminations between importing merchants 
and consignment houses. 


A great many attempts have been made to 
get ridof the proces of blowing glass by the 
mouth, and a late report from Clichy, France, 
announces that a firm of glassmakers in that 
city have discovered a method that will make 
the natural operation unnecessary. It is stated 
that inevery bottle house there may be seen 
pale-faced men with their cheeks hanging limp 
in fulds, the result of years of glaes blowing by 
the mouth. Cases have been known in which 
men’s cheeks have been so thin that they have 
actually cracked, and it isa common sight in a 
bottle house to see blowers at work with their 
cheeks puffed out like the fingers ot a glove — 
Glass Journal. 


The proprietors of the Columbia Chemical 
Works, of Brooklyn, N. Y., have issucd a cir- 
cular to the trade, announcing the fact that 
the U. 8, Circuit Court for the Eastern District 
of New York has granted a perpetual injunc- 
tion enjoining and restraining Eli H. Bishop,of 
Brooklyn,from making or selling any ammonia 
bearing the title ‘‘ammonia for household use,” 
and from using any labels in appearance or 
style similar to those used by the Columbia 
Works, and from infringing or in any manner 
imitating the trade mark, “Household ammo- 
nia.” The manufacturers also give notice that 
they will prosecute and sue for damages all 
persons who make, deal in or offer for sale any 
infringement of their patent, no matter how it 
is labeled. 


The contemplated cut glass factory in Pitts- 
burg has‘ ollapsed, says the Com.-Gaz. It will 
not be built. Pittsburg pressed glass is run- 
ning it out of the market and glass men say 
that for all practical purposes cut-ware isa 
drug in the market. The cut glass manufactu- 
rers of New England, as a last resort, sent down 
a representative to that district to start a fac- 
tory and utilize natural gas. The cheap fuel 
was to be their salvation. The representative 
came down and interested a number of Pitts- 
burg glass men, Canonsburg was chosen as 
the first site, then Washington, and finally the 
South Side, Pittsburg, was said to be the local- 
ity chosen. Some of the Pittsburgers, how- 
ever, who are interested in the scheme went 
East and examined the prospects of the cut 
glass trade, They found them bad. 


Frank H. Morse, one of the most prominent 
young men in Wallingford,Conn.,was last week 
bound over to the Superior Court by Juatice 
F. C. Bartholomew ona charge of arson. In 
1888 Morse was one of the proprietors of an ex- 
tensive glass-making manufactory in Walling- 
ford, It was not on a paying basis and Morse 
was pressed for funds. In November of that 
year the glass works were destroyed by fire. 
Morse collected about $15,400 on the insurance 
policy, which was placed in the Boylston In- 
surance Company of Boston. Circumstances 
suggested the theory that Morse either set the 
fire himself or hired some one to do it for him. 
After much patient working on the part of 
Wallingford officials and others, Morse was 
arrested in Rochester, N. Y.,on the charge of 
arson. He wasat that time traveling as sales- 
man for a New York glass house. 


On the reports of special agents of the In- 
eerior Department to the effect that J. C 
Calhoun, of Mobile, Alabama, and James F. 
Bailey, of Slidell, Louisiana, with other parties 
have procured the entry of public lands in 
Tammany Parish, Louisiana, for the purpose 
of using the pine timber thereon for the man- 
ufacture of turpentine, criminal suit has been 
advised through the Department of Justice, on 
the ground of conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment. It is alleged tnat the parties entering 
these lands have boxed nearly 80,000 pine trees, 
from which more than 10,000 barrels of crude 
pine gum have been taken, which was manu- 
factured into 62,000 gallons of turpentine and 
10,000 barrels of rosin. It is also alleged that 
the law as to residence and cultivation has not 
been complied with, and that as soon as the 
trees have been made to yield all the gum of 
which they are capable the land is abandoned 
as worthless.

It 
has also been asserted that ozokerite stone is 
worth $2500 per ton. There is no such thing as 
ozokerite stone. Ozokerite is a wax-like sub- 
stance found in layers, between layers of rock, 
elay or shale. It value at Vienna, where are 
located the largest factories, is six cents a 
pound. equal to one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per ton. I donot know of a manu- 

































factory of ozokerite in this country 
and our nearest market is Liverpool 
If this discovery is ozokerite in the 





Big Horn Mountain, it will probably cost not 
less than sixty dullars per ton to mine it, haul 
it by ox teams to the railroad, transport it by 
railto New York and ship it to Liverpool; 
leaving a profit of sixty dollars per ton, which 
will bea very profitable business if five tons 
can be mined and shipped in a day. 


Wyoming probably ccntains a larger quanti- 
ty of the valuable minerals and metals unde- 
veloped than any of the States or Territories, 
and now that the Northwestern railroad is 
building its road through the center of the ter- 
ritory, up tothe North Platte river, will give 
to the emigrating world an ingress and to the 
mineral egress that will pay, So that we may 
look for a money making boom such as that 
territory has never seen.

The 
well was drilled toadepth of over 1,100 feet, 
whereas the oil-producing sand should have 
been found at not over 1,000. This isthe ‘dry- 
est” hole yet struck in the vicinity. 


The large German ship Andromeda has sailed 
from Philadelphia for Bremen with a cargo of 
672,586 galions of refined petroleum, in bulk, 
valued at $30,107. She will have a draught of 
twenty-four and a half feet of water, and was 
but four days in loading the entire cargo. 


Canadian refiners are confident of a heavy 
trade the approaching season, and are making 
every preparation for it. A better oil will be 
made this year than ever before, and the com- 
bined efforts of the refiners will be used to in- 
tgoduce it to new markets.—Petrolea, Ont., 
Topic, 

Oil barrels are shipped back to this country 
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from all parts of the world where American oil 
is used. Heretofore these second-hand barrels 
were left at the Eastern refineries of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company to be refitted for second ship- 
ping, but within the past few months a large 
number of these barrels have been sent to their 
shopsin Pittsburg for refitting. 


The Pew & Emerson mountain sand well at 
Washington has been greatly overrated. At 
the start it was called a 1.000 barrel well and 
many estimated it at 1,500 barrels. Asa matter 
of fact vouched for by some or the most trust- 
worthy fieldmen, its total output for the first 
three days was #78 barrels. Some oil, of course, 
was ldst,but the losses did not amount to 50 bar- 
rels in all. 





It is said that some warehousemen are stor- 
ing case oil from ships putting back in distress 
at some of the general stores in Brooklyn—a 
thing formerly forbidden by the insurance 
companies. This promises to be quite a source 
of income if it does not vitiate the insurance, 
as oil pays high rates of storage and has hith- 
erto been monopolized by the Standard Oil 
Company. 


News has been received that in the Whitney 
& Morton well, on the Rake farm, Washington 
county. O., oil was found in the Gordon or 
Washington, Pa., oil sand. at a depth of 1,930 
feet. The sand is about 300 feet below the 
Macksburg, O., deep oil sand. The well will be 
sunk to a depth of 3,000 feet to practically 
demonstrate whether there are any more oil- 
bearing sands. 


A REPORTER correspondent, writing from 
Dresden, O., under date of March 29, says: 
“The natural gas fever has struck our town. 
A few dollars were raised last week, and an old 
abandoned salt well cleaned out to the depth 
ef 400 feet. The well was piped and a burner 
placed on top,and # twoinch blaze was the 
result. Attempts are being made to bore deep- 
er, a8 the prospects are very encouraging.” 


The officers of the Queen City Natural Gas 
Company of Buffalo are: President, Gustav F. 
Miller; vice-president, John Knobloch; treas- 
urer, John H. Knepper; secretary, L. W. 
Koelkenbech; attorney, H. C, Wadsworth;

The 
finished list will probably include Nos. 8, 9, 12, 
14, 15. While they are doing all this their 
neighbors will not be idle, and at this writing 
the probabilities are April 10 will witness ten 
more finished wells, and those that are farthest 
along now are inside wells, and inasmuch as 
Kane is less fickle than Washington are reason- 
ably sure to be producers. 


The totals of transactions at the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchange for the month 
of March were as follows: Railruad stocks 3,- 
694,780 shares, a daily average of 136,845 shares;

Mr. Thomas Walter Farthing, formerly of 
this city, now a resident ot Cheyenne, Wyoming 
territory, is in town exhibiting specimens of 
pure petroleum, discovered last fallin the Big 
Horn country. He states that he is part owner 
of 1,500 acres of the new oil field, and his object 
ig to organize a company in this city. The oil 
Mr. Farthing states, is of the best quality, and 
the territory is also richin coal. The location 
has been named the "Bonanza Oil Springs.’”’—

The owners of the Piqua gas well are dis- 
couraged with the enterprise. The big flow of 
gas that came nearly two weeks ago has ex- 
hausted itself and the drill bas since gone down 
to a depth of 1350 feet, and is a dry and gasless 
hole. The company has decided to abandon 
it,and start the drill in another part of town 
and has penetrated the Trenton rock about 120 
feet and there is no trace of either oil or 
gas.—Lima, O., Times. 


Ata place called Shetland, near Bothwell, it 
is said the oil excitement still continues and the 
third well is being put down on the ferm of Mr. 
Wm. Storey a little north and west of the ;first 
two. Itis rumored that a company is being 
formed for the purpose of boring for oil near 
Mr. Poore’s well in McGillivray. A neighbor 
of his, upon whose property there are strong 
indications, is said to have offered five acres of 
land to parties who sink the well if vil is found.

The experience of the captain and crew of 
the Norwegian bark Nordcap gives rew proof 
of the efficacy of oil in reducing the dangerous 
force of waves inastorm. Ata time when the 
billows threatened to drag their bark down 
balls of oakum saturated with oil were hung 
over the side, to windward, and although the 
waves ranas high as ever they were changed 
into smooth, oily hills of water, without the 
dangerous combing crests. 


Several days ago it was proposed by afew of 
the members of the Stock Exchange that steps 
be taken for the purpose of placing Pipe Line 
certificates upon the het for the regular trans- 
actions. The statement was made by Secretary 
Ely last week that little encouragement had 
been given the proposal, and there was in fact 
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no likelihood that the Governing Committee or 
the majority of the members of the Exchange 
at large would ever vote for any such arrange 
ment. A petrvleum ticker has been added to 
the Exchange. 

The venture on the Cole farm,a mile anda 
half west of the Lima, O., court house, to 
which all eyes are now turned in blissful an- 
ticipation, opened a small popocatapel which 
sends outa violent eruption of sand. At the 
depth of about 80 feet and Immediately under- 
lying the first limestone crust, they atruck a 
vein of quicksand, and upon breaking through 
a thin stratum of lime rock underneath astrong 
gas vein wastapped. This combination set to 
work a sand blast that might be utilized to 
sharpen files. 

A company from one of the country villages 
rear Lima, O., werein town yesterday to em- 
ploy drillers to put down a well, the contract 
system evidently not meeting their approba- 
tion, They examined several applicants for 
jobs and in addition to such questions as would 
naturally be asked regarding experience, eto,, 
the very novel query was propounded: * Did 
you ever drill a dry hole?’ The candidate upon 
replying that he had worked upon a well that 
proved to be dry, was invariably rejected. That 
isa specimen of Western prudence for you.—

The Petroleum Exchange, although not re- 
cognized by its great and rico brother in B-oad 
street as ite rival, is, for all that, making great 
strides. The Broad street Exchange is nodoubt 
the great wholesale house, and the Oil and Stock 
Exchange is the j »bber. But it looks as though 
the jobbing trade is more active just now than 
the wholesale business. Seats in that Exchange 
have gone up to quite a respectable price. A 
boom during the summer, or whenever it 
comes, will sure'y demonstrate that there ig 
plenty of business for both.— Mau and Express 


Upto February 28 the total production of the 
oil pools named was as follows: Cherry Grove, 
8,519,693 bbis; Cooper, 2,506,502; Balitowa, 1,- 
$97,080. The total pipe line runs from the three 
fields since oil was fi st run from Cherry Grove, 
in May, 1882, up to February 23, 1386, inclusive, 
has been 8.023,275 bbls, a total dally average of 
5,731 bbis. The greatest average runs from the 
Cherry Grove district were in August, 1832, 
when they reached 24,315 bbls, 

A correspondent of the Denver Tribune-Re- 
publican writes: The Arkansas Valley Oil and 
Land Company have struck a well on their 
lease southeast of Fiorence two and a half 
tmoiles, which will produce fifteen barrels per 
day, this being by far the best well struck in 
the district. D. G. Peabody has struck oil on 
the McCandless lease, just below I lorence, but 
cannot find out the exact production of this 
well, as there seems to be a great secrecy in re- 
gard tothe amount of oi] struck in the two 


last holes. 

Under a contract with the Transcontinental 
Association the Standard has bad a rate of 7244 
cents per hundred pounds on all shipments to 
this coast, while other companies have had to 
pay $120 per hundred, When the rates were 
cut to thirty cents the smali companies had the 
advantages which the larger one had so lorg 
enjoyed. The Standard has at length induced 
the Transcontinental Aesociation to abrogate 
the contract from the date of February lst, so 
that they will have the ben fitof cut ratesgince 
that time.—San Francisco A‘ta.

The striking of the gas at the Gordon No 4 
has shown up another of the numerous sur- 
prises to which the Washington field is sub- 
ject. The gas was got at the depth of 1,450 
feet, 30 feetinasand 250 feet thick. It is the 
only well finding gas in that horizon, except its 
near neighbor, the Thayer No 2, which, elghty 
feet further down in the rock, got a very small 
quantity. In nearly all the other wel's in the 
tield the product of the mountain sand, as it is 
termed, was salt water, and generally in abund- 
ance. Inone or twoinstances small quantities 
of oil were found, and the Manifold, a surprise 
to everybody, turned out a gusher in that 


gand. 

Bridgeville, on the Chartiers Valley Railway, 
a village that enjoys the distinction of having 
more bridges than any other town of ifs size 
in the world, is now having a sensation, evi- 
dences of the existence of petroleum having 
cropped out in various places. The inhabitants 
have long noticed the oleaginousness of cer- 
tain springs, but until the petroleum fever 
reached their doors never attached any signifi- 
cance tothem. Someof the inbabitants sigh 
t» think that the pleasantness of the place will 
be destroyed by the turmoil of a petroleum 
camp, but when they balance the prospective 
cash against the destruction of comfort, the 
former pulls down the scale. 

Throughout the entire state of Ohio there are 
8) wildcat wel's now being operated for gas or 
oil. One of these is located at Ravenna, thirty- 
eight miles from the city of Clevelan’, It 
must be distinctly understood that these do not 
include Lima or Findlay. At the first named 
place there are now 20 producing wells, of 
which 9 were completed in March. There are 8 
wells drilling in the field and 13 rigs up and 
building. The production of the field is esti- 
mated at 450 barrels daily. This only includes 
the wells in Allen county. There are two wells 
ut Findlay that yieid 75 barre's perdiem. Be- 
tween Findlay and Lima there are eight rigs up 
and building and two wells drilling. 

Ata meeting of the pilot commissioners held 
last week, the Devoe manufacturing company 
presented an application tor the opinion of the 
board on the proposed extension of their bulk- 
bead line at Long Island City. The plans for 
the improvement have been submitted to the 
secretary of war aud returned by him inclosing 
the approval by General Newton, chief of en- 
gineers. The company say that unless the 
plans are approved they will move their busi- 
ness to Jersey City. They are a branch of the 
Standard Oil Company, and it is the only oil 
firm now doing bus‘nesa at that port. Th» 
pilot commissioners declincd to express an 
opinion as a board, unless called upon to do 80 
by the legislature, but as merchants, interested 
in the commerce of the port, they saw no ob- 
jection to the improvement, 


The work of refining oll at the works not 
under the control uf the Standard company is 
very encouraging. These are the Tola, Waver- 
ly, Empire, American acd the Bear creek re- 
fineries. all along the Allegheny river, and the 
Miller oil works in Aileghepy. The amouot 
stilled from these each day will reach about 
2,500 barrels. This number will soon be in- 
creased by an addition to the Empire works of 
one 3.0-barrel still and one 6)0-barrel still. The 
work which is done at the Standard oil works 
is comparatively small compared with that of 
the others. Nearly all the work is confined to 
works No. 1, which bas doubie the atilling ca 
pacity of the number of barrels now refined, 
and which average, according to the shipments 
made, about 600 barrels a day.—Pittsburg 
Com. Gaz. 

The series of remarkable customs decisions 
in Germany, among which are the taxing of tin 
cans in which vegetables are packed as metal 
imports, and the taxing of ham covers as tex- 
tile imports, may be extended by designating 
the barrels in which petroleum is exp rted as 
cooper ware liable to a special tax. A proposi- 
tion of this sort is being advocated, but is ener- 
getically combated by Bremen shipping inter- 
ests. Protection by subterfuge is a novel 
economic idea. Any German industries that 
are built up on the legislative assumption that 
our canned goods are metallic or that American 
hams are textile in quality and impossible of 
mastication, will eventually fall victims to 
their vain deceits. As far as a cooper-ware tax 
on petroleum is concerned, the arrival ofa 
tank vessel with petroleum, not in cases but 
on tap, would knock the customs officials silly. 
—Pittsburg Com. Gaz.

Another Big Find of Phosphate 
Rock. 

A correspondent writing from Beaufort, 8. 
C., says: ‘By far the greatest find that has been 
struck lately in the ph_sphate trade is the un- 
exampled territory in which the Oak Point 
mines have been working siace last September, 
and which for some reason has been kept quite 
secret. It isin the branch of thestream known 
as Bu'l’s river that runs back of **Williman’s 
Island,” where a territory of two and a haif or 
three miles long containing the richest and 
deepest strata of rock yet attaived, has unex- 
pectedly been developed. The stratum in 
which the dredge is now at work is seven feet 
thick and it analyzes sixty-four per cent of 
phosphate of lime. It is so far the richest ter- 
ritory inthe State. Last month twenty-seven 
lighters of ninety tons each were obtained from 
this bed. It is estimated that there is at least 
ten years mining for several such dredges as 
are now engaged, The company are having 
additional machinery buiit to develop their bo- 
nanza more speedily.

Bids for Ammoniacal Liquor. 

A special meeting of the Gas Trust, says the 
Philadelphia Press, was held to consider the 
bids for the purchase of ammoniacal liquor. 
Two bids were opened, one from J. J. Allen's 
Sons and the other from Herry Bower. Allen’s 
Sons’ bid was that they would pay twelve and 
a quarter cents per ton for 2000 pounds of coal 
carbonized, without respect to the market 
price of sulphate of ammonia, or the Trust 
could accept the bid on the sliding scale basis 
of caiculation at three cents per pound for 
sulphate of ammunia, which is the present 
market price. 

This would be equivalent to fourteen and a 
quarter cents per ton carbonized. The bid of 
Henry Bower was that for every one-quarter 
of acentincrease or decrease of the market 
price of sulphate of ammonia he will pay an 
increase or decrease of two and a half cents for 
each ton of coal carbonized, the basis of calcu- 
lation to bs three cents per pound for sulphate 
of ammonia, the present market price, and 
seventeen and a half cents per ton of coal car- 
bonized,the market price of sulphate of am- 
monia to be fixed at the end of each month by 
areputable chemical broker to be named by 
the Trust. 

Some discussion ensued as to whether to 
award the eontract or refer the bids to a com- 
mittee, It was finally decided to refer the bids 
to committee report at a special meeting which 
bid would be the more profitable to tha Trust, 

Mr. Smith stated that the carbonized coal bad 
been sold by the board for four cents per ton, 
and that the litigation of Chandler vs. the 
Trust had prevented the awarding of a con- 
tract at the advanced market price since the 
first of the year, causing a loss of perhaps $10,- 
000, He moved that, as no contract at present 
existed, the Trust sell the carbonized coal at 
twenty cents, the amount Mr. Bower offered in 


his bid, The motion was lost.

Smuggling Kainit. 


The cust: ms officials at Charleston. 8. C., 
have been investigating the case of the Govern- 
ment against [. Mikklesen and others, charged 
with fraudulently importing into that port 
twenty-one tons of kainit, the same beinga 
portion of the cargo of the Norwegian bark 
Svenen. Mikklesen isthe master of the bark 
and is charged with bavirg unloaded the kanit 
from his vessel at night without having a 
special permit from the collector of the port 
for so doing. The Svenen arrived about March 
2 with a cargo of 570 tons of kainit. a day 
permit was taken out at the Custom house for 
uploading the cargo, and the vessel was taken 
np tothe Etiwan Phosphate Works for the 
purpose of discharging it. She;was subsequent- 
ly taken around into Cooper River and an- 
chored in the stream opposite Marshall's wharf 
where the kainit was sent ashore at night ina 
small boat. The offence is a serious one, being 
a violation of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, and is punisbable by a fine not 
exceeding $5,000 or imprisonment tor not 
more than two years or both. 


Fighting Oleomargarine. 


The hearing of representatives of the dairy 
industry in regard to the manufacture of imi- 
tation butter was continued by the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture in Wuasbicgton last 
week. Mr. Forrest K. Morland, of Ogdens- 
burgb, N. Y., secretary and counsel of the 
American Agricultural and Dairy Association, 
was tbe first speaker. He gave facts and fig- 
ures relative to the depression in the dairy 
industry caused by the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine and other imitators of but- 
ter. 

There were in round numbers, he said, 16,000,- 
000 head of dairy cows in the country, worth 
$ 00,000,000. Had it not been for oleomargarine 
there would now be 25,0°0,000 head, worth 
$1,000,000,000. If the Scott bill to tax such imi- 
tations of butter did not become a law he pre- 
dicted that there would not be 10,000,009 dairy 
cows in the United States three years hence, 
and these cowr, he said, would be valuable for 
their beef, and not their qualities as butter pro- 
ducers. Fifty millions of consumers were in- 
terested in procuring pure butter; 7,000,000 pro- 
ducers were interested in the continuance of 
the industry, and vesides these there were 750,- 
(00 employees interested in dairying, All these 
classes were directly interested in the pending 
legislation. 

Mr. Morland was followed by Dairyman 
Wright, of Chautauqua Couaty, N. Y.; Mr. 
Jamas Lawrence, of the New York City Pro 
duce Exchange; Commissioner Coleman, John 
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H. Crane, produce dealer, of Washington, D. 
C.; Dairyman Foster, of Virginia, and Mr. Robr 
of the New York Retail Grocers’ Association. 

The hearing was continued on Saturday, 
when addresses were made by Mr. Reale, presi- 
dent of the American Agricultural and Dairy 
Ass¢ciation; Mr. J. K. Brown, dairy commis- 
sioner of New York, and Mr. F. B. Thurber, of 
New York.

A Big Nataral Gas Company. 


The organization of the Wheeling Natural 
Gas Company at Pittsburg last week, brings 
into the gas world one of the biggest projects 
yet mooted in that line. The new company has 
a lease of 400,000 acres of gas and oil territory in 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia, and proposes 
to supply the fluid to Martin’s Ferry, Bellaire. 
Wheeling and Bridgeport. 

Contracts amounting in value to nearly $200,- 
0CO have already been made for these cities, 
having been obtained by parties whose interests 
are merged into the new company. The fol- 
lowing are the officials of the new organization: 
William Flinn, President; A. M. Guffy, Vice- 
President; L. Halsey Williams, Secretary; C. B. 
McLean, Treasurer, and the Board of Directors 
are Messrs. Russell Hubbard, C. W. Brockur- 
mier, N.S. Whittaker, of Wheeling, and C. D. 
McLean, T. Harte Given, John N. Neeb, Chris. 
L. Magee, L. H. Williams and Robert C. Elliott, 
of Pittsburg: 

The new company has four wells down al- 
ready in the Hickory distrtct. Operations will 
be begun at once to sink wells in the immense 
district which is under lease. Contracts have 
been made with the National Tube Works for 
27 miles of gas pipe--15 miles of 10-inch pipe, 
and 12 miles of 12-inch pipe. There will be a 
line of 22 miles of pipe before the company 
reaches any establishment which it is to supply 
with the gas. Then the line will run 5 miles 
down the river to the points mentioned above. 

The cipital stock of the new organization is 
$500,000. This was the limit, yet $800,(00 had 
been subseribed and there was a tively time in 
cutting down the shares of each one. The com- 
pany will have three offices, one in Pittsburg 
and two in Wheeling. 

It is stated that the new company made a 
shrewd move relative to supplying Wheeling. 
The West Virginia Natural Gas Company had 
secured the right of exclusively supplying gas 
to Wheeling. Other compunies tried to get in 
but were knocked out. Then several manu- 
facturers got permission from the Councils to 
supply gas to their own mills. This did not 
seem very dangerous, but as these manufac- 
turers are supposed to be in this new company, 
it changes the phase of exclusiveness which 
was formerly supposed to dwell over the gas 
business of Wheeling. The company expects 
to have the pipe laid by August 15, and that its 
customers will be getting a supply of gas by 
September. 





Natural Gas. 


THE ANTICLINAL THEORY BY F. W. 
SHALL. 


Inthe December number of the Petroleum 
Age Prof. I. C. White published a brief artic!e 
upon the subject of the accumulation of nat- 
ural gasandthe possibility of predicting its 
presence or absence after studying the geolog- 
ical structure of any given region. The result 
of his investigations, which began in 1883, he 
says confirms beyond a reasonable doubt the 
anticlinal theory. Prof. Ashburner takes ex- 
ceptions to his conclusion and thus we are left 
halting between the two opinions of these emi- 
nent authorities, 

As early as 1870 my attention wus drawn to 
the peculiar geological structure of the oil- 
producing region in Southeastern Ohio and 
West Virginia. In 1872 I madea careful survey 
of the White Oak anticlinal from the Ohio 
river, at Newport, to the Little Kanawha river, 
south of Burning Springs, a distance of thirty 
miles, for my own private use. In the year 
1831 I published in the Parkersburg State 
Journala series of articles giving a full de- 
scription of the anticlinal arch, showing the 
points at which accumulations of gas, oil and 
water bad taken place upon its crest, and ac- 
counting for such accumulations by the action 
of well-known laws of vapor tension and hy- 
drostatic pressure. The maps and description 
ef the arch were afterwards given to Prof. 
Peckham and were published in his **Reports on 
the Production, Technology and Uses of Petro- 
leum,” embodied in the Tenth U. 8. Census 
Report. The anticiinal theory was therefore 
pretty well established in West Virginia before 
Prof. White began his study of the subject in 
June, 1883. 

In the series of articles above mentioned my 
statement concerning the probable origin of 
petroleum was as follows: “The mixture of 
bydro-carbons, known as petroleum, is sup- 
posed by most geologists to arise from the de- 
composition of organic matter. This term, 
you will notice, is broad enough to cover 
coral insects, sea weed and all forms of animal 
and vegetal life. Professors Newberry, Den- 
ton and Sterry Hunt may @ecide for us how 
much is of animal and how much is of vegetal 
origia if they can, we will take for our start- 
ing point ‘protoplasm,’ the pbysical basis of 
life. We may then say, so far down inthe 
rocks as the remains of living things have been 
buried there is hope for oil. Since we not only 
need materials from which to make oil, but 
also receptables from which we can pump it in 
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paying quantity, we assume that sand rocks, 
such as we have been examining, are, practi- 
cally, the receptacles. Having the oil and the 
receptacle our only remaining need is the 
means for getting the one into the other, and 
this we have in the forces which rend the golid 
rocks and govern the flow of gases and liquids 
of different specific gravities below the earth’s 
surface. This, under the forms of natural gas. 
petroleum and coal the dead bodiey of the most 
insignificant members of both animal and veg- 
etable kingdoms are utilized. As Huxley says, 
‘Nature is never in a hurry, and seems to have 
had always before her eyes the adage: keep a 
thing long enough and you will find a use for 
it. Thrifty Nature! surely no prodigal but 
most notable of housekeepers.” 

Messrs. White and Ashburner, I believe, both 
accept the “organic theory’”’ of the origin of 
petroleum. Thistheory requires us to account 
for the gathering and concentration of the pe- 
troleum, both liquid and gaseous, from a wide 
area into the “pools” in which itis found. We 
are forced to assume both motion through the 
rocks and, at certain points where the accumu- 
lations are found, conditions which will arrest 
that motion. Amongthe forces which cause 
the gases and liquids to move through the 
rocks two very important ones are vapor ten- 
sion and hydrostatic pressure. Among the 
conditions which may be depended upon to ar- 
rest such motion is the anticlinal arch with an 
impervious cover. These conditions form what 
may fitly be called a natural gas“‘trap.”” Theo- 
retical considerations would lead us to look for 
accumulations of gas at ‘such points and, thus 
far, in West Virginia, all of the facts sustain 
the theory. 

Prof, White says, and I think with good rea- 
son, that we may expect to find water in the 
synclinal basins. On the other hand, Messrs. 
Ashburner and Carll claim that, as matter of 
fact, large gas weils have been found in such 
basins. The last named gentlemen both un- 
doubtedly believe that there is more or less 
freedom of communication between the differ- 
ent parts of an oil-bearing sand; that if water, 
oil and gas are put into such a rock when it ‘ies 
level the water will occupy the bottom and the 
oil and gas will fillthe top; that, if you tilt the 
rock 80 as to give it dip, the gas and o!! occupy 
the bigher end and water the lower; that one 
cannot then expect to find an accumulation of 
gas and oil at any point in the lower end below 
the water level without assuming the existence 
of a “trap” similarto that above described or 
denying the permeability of the oil-bearing 
rock. 

If it be assumed that a given area of permea- 
ble sand rock may be isolated and then filled 
with a single product, it matters not into what 
position the rock may be thrown, anticlinal 
folds or synclinal basins,so long as the isolation 
is maintained, atany and every point the rock 
will yield ite single product, but whenever gas- 
es and liquids of different specific gravities are 
admitted any theory that is offered must be eus- 
tained by deductions from the law of gravita- 
tion which holds sway in the earth beneath us 
as well xs in the heavens above.—Petroleum 
Age.

The Geology of Natural Gas. 


The current number of the Petroleum Age 
contains a very well written articie on the mat- 
ter of natural gas deposits in western Penney!l- 
vania, eastern Ohio, southern New York and 
West Virginia by Prof. I. C. White, of the Uni- 
versity of West Virginia. The article isaccom- 
panied by a map showing the various anticli- 
nals, supposed and verified, the latter illustrated 
by the wells already developed along them 
McKean county heads the list in Pennsylvania, 
showing up forty-one developed wells and all 
of a valuable character. A majority of these 
belong to the National Transit Company and 
will be used to supply its customers in southern 
and western New York. 

Washington county comes next with thirty- 
three wells, thirteen of which lie in the Can- 
onsburg district and nineteen about Hickory, 
and one at Pinhook, in the eastern part of the 
county. Of the welisin the Canonsburg district 
five belong to J. M. Guffey & Co., three or four 
tothe Manufacturers’ company and the rest 
are divided up among several other companies 
and indiyiduals. The Hickory wells belong to 
the Chartiers company, Ford & Nelson, C. D. 
Robbins & Co. and T. J. Vandegrift. 

Westmoreland county bad twenty-two wells 
developed when the map was prepared, but 
since that time a half-dozen additional wells 
have been brought in. The wells in the dis- 
trict are, with two or three exceptions, at or 
near Murraysville, but wells have since been 
struck at Grapeville and Latrobe. The wells in 
this county belong to the Philadelpbia, Char- 
tiers, Westmoreland & Cumbria, J. M. Guffey & 
Co. and several smalier concerns. 

Warren county has fourteen wells, three of 
which are near Markbaven, two at Sheffield 
station, fivein the northeastern part of the 
county and four ngar Clarendon. Venango 
county has seven wells near Spreckley’s. But- 
ler county thus far has twenty-two producers, 
five at Lardington, one at Saxon City, seven 
near Butler and nine between Centreville and 
Harrisville, the latter belonging to the Mahon- 
ing Company. Beaver county shows up with 
two wells near Baden, one at Economy and six 
near Sheffield. Greene county has one well in 
the southern part of the county. 

Armstrong county has ten wells, five at 
Leechburg and fiye at Kittanning; Indiana 
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county has one well at Saltsburg and onein the 


western part of the county. In Elk county 
four lie near Brookstown and one or two near 
Kane City. Allegany county has fifteen wells 
at Tarentum and four at Homestead. Since 
the preparation of this map, says the Pittshurg 
Commercial Gazette, probably from fifteen to 
twenty-five wells have been begun and possi- 
bly half of them completed.

Petroleum in Los Angelos. 


Steps have been taken to develop more 
actively the supply of petroleum that lies 
in a subterranean basin across the whole 
country from west to east. A portion 
of La Brea rancho has been leased by Messrs. 
Stewart, McDonald, Irving and others for the 
purpose of boring for oil, and the lumber and 
machinery are already on the ground for that 
object. Operations will commence at once, 
with fine prospects of success. By the lease 
these gentlemen can bore on 500 acres of La 
Brea. They have also leased a portion of the 
ranch of 8S. P. Rogers, adjoining La Brea. 
Messrs. Hammel and Denker, who own the 
Rodeo de las Agusa, west of La Brea, will also 
sink some wells near their petroleum springs 
in ashorttime. In Petrolia, twenty-five miles 
east of this city, active work is going forward 
in sinking wells, under the direction of Burdett 
Chandler. Two wells here are producing oil at 
present and more will soon be added to these, 
The Puente wells are turning out oil abund- 
antly. The day of development has dawned in 
full-orbed spiendor, and ig marching forward 
without let or hinderance.—Los Augelos 
Herald 





Oil Pipe Lines Beneath the North 


and East Rivers. 

The great oil pipe line of the National Tran- 
sit Company passes beneath both the North and 
East rivers at New York under a great depth 
of water runnio, with quite a strong current. 
The East river is by far the deeper, the pipe 
being sunk from 80 to i05 feet beneath the sur- 
face. The line was towed over by tugs and 
sunk without the aid of divers. Onetimea 
leak started between New York and Brooklyn 
and cheap crude pvuured ot in abundance, 
enough to lubricate the keels of all the navies 
in the world. 

Divers were employed from the Merritt 
Wrecking Company, now at work upon the 
steamship Oregon, and for weeks they labored 
unsuccessfu!ly to mend the broken pipe. A 
clever diver working in 100 feet of water finally 
succeeded in placing a clamp about the rup- 
tured portion and the line became as good as 
ever. It is hard to appreciate the difficulty and 
danger of this undertaking. Submarine divers 
dislike to descend below seventeen fathoms,the 
great compression of the air supplied and the 
trouble in moving about under such a tremen- 
dous weight of water being severe obstacles. 

Since this feat the man has been in the con- 
stant service of the National Transit Company, 
and though kept busy at work on dry land is 
always prepared to don his copper helmet and 
waterproof armor and be lowered into the 
deep, while a pump connected with a long tube 
supplies him with the life-giving air. His ser- 
vices have been found exceedingly useful, in 
fact indispensible. Not only at the seaboard 
but at several great streams like the Susque- 
banna and the Allegheny at Horseheads, where 
thr pipe is laid along the bottom at consider- 
able depths, the diver’s services have been in 
demand, although at the latter place the swift- 
ness of the current militated against such a 
subaqueous investigation. Whenever a leak 
betrays itself the diver is summoned and ex- 
perience enables him to put on the clampsin 
the shortest possible time. Superintendent 
Snow, of Bradford, has him in requisition for 
pipe inspection, and his services have also been 
required on the Allegheny by Superintendent 
Smedley, of the United Lines construction de- 
partment. 





Oil in New Mexico. 

A citizen who came up from Petroleum Cen- 
ter last night, says the New Mexican, was 
wrong in referring to the new oil spring dis- 
covered on Sunday last as the third find of the 
kind of the district, It is really the fifth. 
* There are now five flowing oil springs in this 
mountain basin,” he said, “with any number 
of ‘sink holes’ bearing indications of oil on 
their surface; but I don’t count these. I refer 
only to those springs which flow oil in suffi- 
cient quantity to warrant development. These 
are, first, the Hagar spring,in which there is 
fifty-five feet of tubing; second, there is the 
‘upper spring,” two miies above the Hagar 
claim, and on section 5, township 13; third, isa 
flowing s’ring on the Dorsey claim, also on 
section 5, and northeast of the ‘upper spring;’ 
tourth, is a spring one-quarter of a mile north 
of tbe Hagar claim, on the new road to Wal- 
lace, and located by Messrs. Stultz & Norman, 
of this city,and the fifth spring, the largest 
and best of all, is the one discovered on Sun- 
day one mile south of the Hagar claim. This 
is the lay of the landin a nutshell. It is now 
known that oil can be found anywhere in the 
basin for a distance of at least five miles.’’— 
Santa Fe New Mexican, March 25. 

Thos. B. Simpson, of Oil City, happened in 
Santa Fe. “From samples I have examined,” 
said he, “I should judge there was real value 
in these recent discoveries. It is not an illum- 


jnating oil, but seems to he an excellent lubri- 
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cant, entirely free from grit. This latter, you 
know, is of far greater commercial value than 
the illuminating quality, for the lubricating 
oil is worth in the market to-day $3 70 per bar- 
rel of forty-two gallons.”

Oil in Louisiana. 

Oil has been found in Louisiana. This time 
Lake Charles is the spot that yields up the 
greasy treasure. A Lake Charles special of 
March 27, to the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
is to this effect: 

“Oil was struck at the sulphur mine near 
here on Thursday, in a stratum of hard lime- 
stone, at adistance of 400 feet, and 40 feet above 
the sulphur, as found heretofore. This is not 
in caving quicksand, but solid rock. The 
Times Democrat correspondent hesitates to 














quote the estimated flow per diem. It seems 
too large. 
**A day or two ought to determine. When 


first struck the rush of gas sent up the oil 
thirty or more feet above ground, The boring 
thus far is only four or five feet into the oil- 
bearing rock. The quality of the oil is not de- 
termined. It is, however, a fice lubricator and 
fuel. How long the flow may continue no one 
can tell, but some competent judges have great 
faith in the well. 

“Tt has long been known that petroleum ex- 
isted in large quantities in all this section of 
Louisiana, and it looks very much as ifthe 
present find would lead to a new and vastly im- 
portant industry.”

An Oil Man’s Opinion of the Differ- 


ent Oil Sands. 


A correspondent of the Titusville Sunday 
World advances some theories regarding the 
different oil sands and their commercial value, 
His views follow: 

How prope we are in our eager, restless 
search for wealth to entirely overlook the 
many seemingly insignificant yet wise offerings 
of Mother Nature 1a our expectation of fludicg 
something that will produce immense wealth 
in the shortest space of time, Perhaps there is 
no better illustration of this axiom than the oll 
operator in his boring for the greasy fluid. He 
finds if the formation be regular, five sands 
which he designates in their reguiar numerical 
order. In the earlier days of the b:siness it 
was conceded that the main deposit of oil was 
to be found in the third sand, and all wells 
were abandoned if found unproductive in this 
sand, This policy was. followed until some 
poor unfortunate finding that the third sand in 
his well was unproductive, rebelled against the 
bonored traditions of the trade, and despite 
the jeers of his fellow operators, pushed the 
drill further down into the bowels of the earth, 
when, lo and behold, another sand was found, 
and productive, too. By the same means a fifth 
sand has been found, which in many fields is 
the producing sand. In Venango county the 
most universal overlaying sand 1s found to be 
the secondsand. This sand is usually of excel- 
lent quality, of good thickness and almost in- 
variably shows more or less traces of a beauti- 
ful, clear, amber oil and some gas. In many in- 
stances wells start off as high as a 50 barrel per 
day rate then gradually or suddenly as 
the case may be, fall off to almost nothing, 
This characteristic of these wells has led to the 
almost universal belief among oil men that 
second sand wells are not, as they term it, 
“stayers,”’ and asa result, but little attention. 
except in isolated cases, has been paid to them. 
Of late, owing to the rapid decline in produc- 
tion and a heayy increase in the consumption, 
oil men bave been universally active in their 
search for new territory. A few of their num- 
ber bave been paying close attention to the 
second sand oil and its properties and peculiar- 
ities. The result of their investigations have 
led them to following conclusions: 

Ist, That the sand designated by the oil men 
asthe “second sand” is the most universal in 
all localities of any of the so-cailed oil sands 
thus far found, 

2nd, That as a usual rule it contains both oll 
and gas in paying quantities. 

8rd, That ewing to the excess of paraffine it 
contains the wells should be often andvery 
freely flooded with either fresh oil or benzine 
in order to produce the best results. 

The excess of parattine has so far worked the 
greatest of injury to the futurity of second 
sand wells. The pay streak in the sand sooner 
or later becomes fairly plastered with the par- 
affine, and, as might be expected, the produc- 
tion declines in exactly the same proportion; 
but if the well be freely flooded with fresh oil 
or bepzine this accumulation of paradine is 
removed and the well regains its natural pro- 
duction. 

The writer bas in mind a well of this descrip- 
tion which has produced amber oil from this 
sand for about sixteen years and the produc- 
tion is now about 12C barrels per month, It bas 
proven the most lasting and best paying well of 
the group and there were welle of both black 
and green o1l on the same farm. The flooding 
process has always been in use in the treatment 
of this well and experiment bas proven that 
without it the well falls cff very fast and would 


soon cease to produce. There is the natural 
prej dice ot ail operators against this sand to 
overcome. but as a prominent Bradford opera - 
tor said about the Ohio oil fleld sand: **D—n the 
sand; it’s oil we are after.” If paying weils 
can be found the operator will lose all regard 
for the sand that produces the oil; and the 
cheapness of drilling owing to the shallowness 
of the territory will actasabaim to his out- 
raged sense of the fitness of things,

The trade in paints and colors continues of a 
moderate jobbing character, buyers supplying 
themselves only in accordance with present re- 
quirements. The canals open about the 24th 
inst., after which it is expected the movement 
in heavy goods will be largely increased. The 
labor troubles have exerted a depressing influ- 
ence upon this market and until the differences 
between the employers and employed are set- 
tled, business will continue to be only moder- 
ate. There have been no marked changes in 
prices since the date of our last, the general 
tone of the market being one of steadiness,

Yes- 
terduy’s and to-day’s developments are, how- 
ever, more encouraging, and prospects for a 
complete subsidence of existing strikes by next 
week are very good. This- accomplished, the 
movement in lead during the coming week is 
looked forwar.' to as quite large. Sales for the 
week sum up, say, 8% tons corroding for April 
and May $4 75, 250'ons April common at prices 
ranging from $4.70 @ $4.72. Eastern advices 
have developed no news worthy of note. New 
York market is quiet, $4 90-@ $4.95, with light 
sales at these figures. ‘‘Messrs. Everett & Post 
report the Chicago market on April 3d as fol- 
lows: There bas been nothing of importance to 
note during the past week on lead. Values 
have ruled quiet though at 4 80casked and sales 
foot up some 500 tons at 4 80c for local con- 
sumption. We notice at the close an increased 
demand for spot lead, and the supply is inade- 
quate should there be any spurt intrade; the 
labor troubles however atil) bave a depressing 
tendency, especially in the Southwest. The 
foreign market is off egain 5a and common for 
eign lead is being offered at 490c New York. 
We think prices wili rule at and around pres- 
ent figures with possib y slight tluctuations.” 


The situation in the white lead market shows 
no material change. The demand is improving 
slowly, but as the prinbipal buyers are sup- 
plied on contracts placed sometime since, there 
is little prospect of an early revival in trade. 
The market is steady and prices are unchanged, 
the association quotations being 7}4c net for 
lead in cilin quantities of less than 500 Ibs, in 
wood 7c 60 days or 24 per cei:t discount for 15 
days from date of invoice for lots of K0lbs and 
over. Leadin oilin 25 1b, 12% Iband1to5lb 
cans is quotable at an a lvance ot 4, 1 and 2c 
per lb respectively over keg prices. She re- 
bates have not changed and are payable at the 
endofthe year. Of dry western we note sales 
of 30 tons at 5 93 c net. 

Zinc oxide continues in good demand, the 
high cost of competing articles causing buyers 
to turn their attention in this directicn, Prices 
are firmly maintained at our quotations, For 
French zincs there continues a firm demand 
and prices are steadily maintained. We quote 
556c for dry Autwerp red seal in barrels of 220% 
lbs, 6c for dry Paris red seal, and 7340 for dry 
Paris green sea). Discounts are as follows: To 
buyers of 10 bb! lots of one or assorted grades 1 
per cent, 25 bbls 2 per cent, 50 bbis 4 per cent, 
No discount is allowed on less than 10 bbis, and 
discounts include brokerage.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The market for French window glass is still 
unsettled owing to the strikes in Belgium, and 
until! more definite accounts of the amount of 
damage done are received there is no 
probability of a decided change in the 
position. The mails which arrived 
yesterday brought very little satisfac- 
tion as the letters were written at the begin- 
ning of the strike before the damage reported 
by the cable was effected. By the end of the 
week fuller accounts are expected and then the 
importers will be in a position to take more de- 
cided steps toword preparing for the future. A 
meeting of importers was held on Friday last 
and though no formal action was taken it was 
the understanding at the adjournment that 
prices were to be stiffly maintained. The dis- 
counts, however, depend a good deal upon the 
buyer, but it is probable that nothing below 75 
and 10 per cent is allowed while 75 and 75 and 5 
are generally quoted. The demand which at first 
showed very little life has been quite 
active toward the close, the buyers 
having evidently arrived at the conclusion 
that prices are now as low as they are likely to 
be for some time tocome. The situation in 
the American window glass market remains 
practically unchanged, but it seems probable 
that the improvement in French is likely to be 
reflected to some extent by American. We un- 
derstand that importers are negotiating with 
the domestic manufacturers with a view to se- 
curing supplies in the event of the tailure of 
shipments from the other side, and it ‘a stated | 
several important contracts bave already been 
placed. It is difficult to quote discounts at! 
presentas they vary greatly. Some dealers 
here quote’5 & 5 on eingle and 75 and 10 per 
cent on double. The Crockery and Glass Jour- 
nal says of this market in its last issue: ‘There , 
is very little improvement in the window glass 
trade, the movement being still small and 
prices as bad as ever. Discounts are merely 
nominal, and it is reported that sales are made 
entirely irrespective of them. As usual when 
trade reaches such a low ebb, recriminaticns 
are the order of the day, each manufacturer 
and each section charging the others with the 
cutting that bas brought prices to this low 
stage, Certainly the demand ought to materi- 
ally improve at this season of the year, and with 
the fine weather that has generally prevailed 
for some weeks past; and that it bas not done 
so under the impulse of full supplies, low 
prices and increased consumption from actual 
users is one of those things it is not easy to find 
out.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


The situation in the plate glass market is 
much the same as st the date of our last, the 
termination of the railroad strike which shut 
off one of the principal factories being of too 
recent date to effect any material increase in 
the supply. Witha good demand the market 
is firm, the discounts remaining 50 and 10 per 
cent for imported or domestic.

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Whiting and its Manufacture. 

The use of whiting by mineral water manu- 
facturers is to the exclusion of almost all other 
substances abroad, while in the home trade it 
finds many warm advocates, says the Bottler’s 
Gazette. Tre impurities contained in many 
brands of marble dust, the favorite carbonate 
with American carbonators, has led to the 
more general introduction of whiting, and, in 
several tests for the relative gas producing 
powers of various materials used by bottlers 
for this purpose whiting is said +o have been 
highly commended, 

The main source of supply of commercial 
chalk is from the cliff hills along the shores of 
the North Sea and the banks of the English 
Channel, where it is found in deposits of vast 
extent, through which are occasionally dis- 
tributed more or less rounded nodules of flint, 
together with, very rarely, a specimen of petri- 
fied fish. Chemically, it is almost wholly cal- 
cium carbonate, with small and varying traces 
of ferric oxide, alumina, magnesia and silica. 
The sv-called “French chulk” does not contain 
any calcium carbonate, but is a hydrated 
magne. ium silicate. Next, and of far less im- 
portance than the common, white variety, is 
the “black chalk,’”’ a soft carbon-like schist 
that may be used in writing or drawing; 
**brown chalk,” an umber-like body, and “red 
chalk” or “riddle,” an impure earthly variety 
of hematite. The red varieties in general may 
contain as much as 9.28 per cent. silica, 9.6 per 
cent. ferric oxide, and 1.43 per cent. alumina, 
and the Norfolk red chalks, in particular, 
leave, on treatment with acids and subsequent 
drying, 9.3 per cent. argillaceous residue, con- 
sisting of water, ferric oxide and alumina, 
with a small proportion of magnesium and 
potassium. 

Chalk is brought from Hull or London, 
England, on board ships as ballast, in the 
form of yellowish-white or white (witn occa- 
sional traces of red from traces of ferric ox- 
ide), insoluble, soft and friable, earth-like 
masses, irregular in chap? and size, variable in 
weight and having a rough, irregular fracture, 
and insipid taste; specific gravity varying about 
from 2.4 to 2.6; absorbent of moisture; con- 
taining 5,10,20 or more per cent. of water. 
“Cliffetone” is the name given to a variety of 
chalk, from which it differs mainly in being 
much more hard and stone-like. The source 
of supply is not necessarily limited to England, 
since France exports from her shores a much 
finer crude product. the only objection to 
whuse employment, in certain cases, being its 
lack of body, yet, if desired, the English article 
and it may be mixed with the best of results. 
In cur country an inferior quality, and appar- 
ently limited supply, is furnished by the States 
of North Carolina, Colorado, and the interior 
of Dakota, which hasas yet failed to receive 
any special attention, or whose development 
has not been deemed of sufficient importance 
to prosecute, 

After importation into Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, or New Orleans, it is 


there purified and prepared at ‘“whit- 
ing works.” On its reception in the

silica and flint having to a large extent remain- 
ed in the tank, from whence they are removed 
as occasion may require; the liquid is conduct- 
ed through irregular, snake-shaped conduits, 
in order to separate the heavier, coarser parti- 
cles of partly crushed chalk that may have 
been forced along by the current of liquid into 
alongand straight conduit, Jeading in suc- 
cession to enormous wooden settling bins, hav- 
ing a capacity of over 5,000 gallons each of 
water. Now the running stream slowly flow- 
ing from the first to the last bin, through the 
long wooden channel provided for it and con- 
nected with each bin in its passage, gradually 
deposits by gravity, on standing, ths coarse 
grade in the first, finer in the sec- 
ond, still finer in the third, and so on until the 
last bin is readhed, where the deposit is very 
slow and the product obtained correspondingly 
fine. At the base of each of these wooden 
bins are sluce gates opening into large, square, 
open iron tanks in front, under which is con- 
ducted, by draft, a current of strongly boated 
air from kilos, placed in front, so regulated in 
temperature as never to exceed 300 deg. F, At 
the proper time, which ranges from five to six 
days for the first, to from six to eight months 
for the last, each bin is closed, the excess of 
water drawn off from above and pumped toa 
large tank upon the roof of the building, for 
re-use in grinding crude chalk, and the sluice 
gates below are opened to allow the white, 
viscid mass to flow into the flat, opep tanks in 
front. Assoon after heating as the mass be- 
comes sufficiently plastic, it is cut into blocks 
of about 1 cubic foot, weighing 20, 30 or 40 
pounds. The instrument used to do this divi- 
sion is technically called a “scorer,” and is 
simply a long, stout pole, at the end of which is 
attached an L-shaped piece of iron. The 
mass is then again slowly heated, 
from beneath, to. still further expel 
moisture. From there these blocks are 
conveyed on tramways and taken to the drying 
room above, where they are exposed on large 
trays to the continued draugbts of atmos- 
pheric air, to promote thorough dryness; which 
point of the’process is reached in one or more 
weeks, according to th: condition of the

bolted, graded and packed in barrels of about 
800 pounds each, for shipment, as kiln-dried 
whiting. 

To a limited extent, in comparison with the 
previously described pfocess, there is another 
mode of manufacturing practised, whose only 
difference consists in the method of drying em- 
ployed, which in this instance is done by sim- 
ple exposure tothe viscid, elutriated chalk to 
the air without previously heating to expel 
contained moisture, and then proceeding as be- 
fore mentioned. This product so obtained is 
called air dried whiting, in contradistinction to 
the kiln-dried body, and must of necessity con- 
tain a certain percentage of unexpelled moist- 
ure; the presence of which rendering it, by 
what is called “body,” more fit for certain uses 
in the arts than the kiln-dried substance.

Vegetable Olls. 

Linseed oil has not changed since our last. 
City crushers report a steady improvement in 
business as the season advances, and although 
the sales are of small lots, a considerable quan- 
tity of oil is moving into consumption. The 
market is firm and we hear of nothing offering 
below 44c, while 45c is generally asked for 
small lots. The movement in Western oil has been 
quite brisk since our last. There have been 
bids of 59c solicited but so far as we can learn 
this figure has not been accepted. The Weat- 
ern crushers have called a halt as the prices now 
obtained are by no means profitable and they 
are rot disposed to suffer further loss. There 
have been sales of 2,000 bbis at 40c, part of 
which is understood to have been sold to a 
local crusher. 

The cottonseed oil market has been taking a 
rest during the week. The absence of import- 
ant business in crude oil leaves the market in 
a nominal position, but sellers continue to 
quote former prices. Buyers are manifesting 
very little interest in the daily developments 
or reports from the p.imary markets, which in- 
dicate a higher range of values in the near 
future. Business on spot is limited to jobbing 
quantities, and it is noticeable that buyers are 
being favored more than this time last week, 
when 24)4c was considered the bottom price for 
prime crude, The anxiety of som holders to 
realize has caused business to result at 23}¢c for 
prime quality on spot, the sales being made to- 
day at that figure. Lower grades are obtain- 
able at 18@22c, but it requires considerable 
work on the part of holders to cause a move- 
ment. The crude market was devoid of inter- 
est to-day, and very few traders were on 
*Change. Soap stock is still quoted at I@I4c 
with an abundant supply to select from. Re- 
ceipts during the week were 100 bbis. The qual- 
ity generally offered is not satisfactory to buy- 
ers. The movement of cottonseed and oil to 
this port during the present season showsa 
large increase. From January 1 to April 1 the 
receipts of oil have been 51,663 bbis, against 16,- 
405 bbis same time last year. Seed arrived at this 
port since the opening of the year to the 
extent of 26,035 bags and 7,600 tons,in compari- 
son with 10,700 bags for the same quarter last 
year. Soap stock shows a falling off. 6.895 bbis 
having been received here dvring the period 
mentioned last year, against 3,488 bbis for the 
corresponding time this year. The exports of 
oil from New York from September to April 1 
have followed the previous season rather 
closely, being only 4 bbis in excess, or 18,278 
against 18,274 bbls. The figures from New Or- 
leans for same period are 51,0N3 
bbis for the present season against 56,- 
058 bbis in 1864-5. The query 
is has ali this oil gone into consumption, If it 
has, the believer in higher prices looss for a 
realization Of his hopes, and points to the stop 
page of mills In the South as an important fac- 
tor in the market, production being thus 
greatly curtailed. Very little oil has been 
bought as an investment, it is believed, and 
there is no unknown quantity to come on the 
market from hidden sources. These are some 
of the theories entertained and daily ex- 
pounded, but after all, demand is the great 
manipulator of markets, and to expect a con- 
tinuation of the good outlet,prices will have to 

' be on a parity with or cheaper than substi- 
tutes. We are wired from New Orleans to- 
night that little prime crude is offering in that 
market, and that 23c. is still asked. The feeling 
there is quiet. Prices at Memphisare unchanged. 


fi The market for retined cottonseed oil was in a 
demoralized state during the week, caused prin- 
cipally by a lack of demand and the rejection 
of 1000 bbls sold as prime sumer yellow, which 
was sustained by the oil committee of the Pro- 
duce Exchange after three sittings; another lot 
of 100 bbls from same seller was before the 
committee twice and declared to be prime. A 
all the samples were said to be from the 
same lot of oil, it surprised the seller to find 
that one hundred barrels were accepted 
while the remainder was rejected on ac- 
count of flavor. Ali these different lots 
had been delivered on a contract made 
early in March for April delivery of 
F 1100 bbis at 20c. After the oil was refused, bids 
b of 27340 were made for the 1000 bbls on dock, 
but the holder preferred to store it rather than 

accept less than 29c. As will be seen by the ed- 

f itorial reference to the subject on another 
i page, the developments of the week tended to 
} unsettle the market, and while sellers were in- 
clined to be stiffer in their views on strictly 

prime oil, buyers concluded the market would 

favor them later on and some made it under- 

stood that they would demand a guarantee on all 

sales, that the oil would pass the committee. 

Business since Thursday has been unusually 

quiet in consequence. The decisions of the oil 
committee have made the business of selling by 

sample more popular among those who have 

stocks to dispose of, while trade in futures has 

been knocked ir the head for the time being.

Reports were freely circulated during the 
week that the accumulating stocks of parafine 
oils had caused some refiners to push goods on 
the market at a shade under present prices, 
Sales of prime 25 gravity are reported to have 
been made by two competing houbes at 10c. and 
28 gravity at 7c. Inquiry from the sellers failed 
to confirm the cheap eales, and denials were 
generally made of avy business at such prices, 
or offerings to sell under the regular schedule 
of 10}¢c. for 25 gravity and 7i¢c. for 28 gravity. 
It would appear however that special customers 
are being favored with lower prices by several 
manufacturers, but no open offerings to sell 
are made under our inside quotations. The 
shading of prices is on p. t., which means 
volumes sometimes, Buyers of large lots who 
are not on the ground floor will continue to 
pay regular rates. There is no visible weakness 
to the market, but it is alleged that there is an 
unsettled undercurrent, owing to excessive 
stocks on hand. The quotation for 23}@24 
aravity is 1244c. 

Red paraffine oils are receiving more atten- 
tion, and prices have been shifted around 
somewhat. They are quoted not so much ac- 
cording to gravity as to brand. There is no 
uniformity in values, and different city and 
out of-town makes are having a g0-as-you- 
please contest. An article upon this subject 
will be found inthe editorial columns of this 
issue, 

Cylinder stocks are not showing any further 
changein price. One band of guaranteed 600 
test light filtered can still be bought under 18c; 
otherwise the market bas not been disturbed, 
but it is thought tbat prices are settling ona 
lower basis for ligbt filtered, and if this is atact 
other grades will be correspondiugly affected. 
Dark filtered is still quoted at l4c for a prime 
article, but some manufacturers are realizing 
16@!8e for special brands. Dark steam refined 
is difficult to move at 9c. The teeling is about 
steady but not firm. 

Neutral oils are moving slowly ina jobbing 
way, while prices are regulated to some extent 
by cash offers. More competition bas started 
up recently, but goods are being pushed on 
their merits instead of price. A good trade is 
done in wool oils at steady figures. 

Black oils are in an uncertain position. That 
sales have been and are being mude at low 
prices is an undisputed fact, but being done on 
the quiet, are difficult to ascertain. Summer 
oil bas been jumping up and down like pop- 
corn on a hot griddle, One day it is reported 
firm at 6igc, then some business is announced 
at tc, when the price is shoved up to 644c, fails 
back to &c, recovers to 64gc and then an offer- 
ing at 6c wil) precipitate values again. The 
market to-day is quoted at 6@6}¢c; close buyers 
can secure supplies in a private way at 6c. The

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, April 6, 1886. 

The week that closes to-night shows a slightly 
improved condition in speculative valu:s. 
The range each day has been limited to small 
proportions, and business has been small, oper- 
ators exhibiting a preference to dabble in the 
more reliable railroad and mining stocks. 

Consumption continues to exceed the pro- 
duction fully 5,000 bbisa day, but as has been 
remurked before, the statistical position of the 
article has nothing to do with the case, Our 
foreign trade, notwithstanding the depression 
in business, continues highly satisfactory as re- 
gards volume, although prices are not up to 
the standard of last season. 

Yesterday a cable message was received on 
Change. Briefly it stated that a compromise is 
imminent, tending to a renewal of the Austro- 
Hungarian treaty, and that it has been settled 
that a small duty shall be placed on American 
raw and hailf-refined petroleum, while a heavy 
duty shail be placed on Russian and Roumanian 
petroleum. Should the treaty be renewed as 
outlined America will, as usual, continue to 
control the petroleum trade of northern Europe. 

Yesterday there were in the Kane field 36 pro- 
ducing wells with an aggregate output of 3,284 
bbls. There are now drilling 61 wells, and 29 
rigs are ready for the drill. The Kane Oil Co.’s 
No. 3 on lot 3,775 tapped the sand yesterday and 
started off at a 100 bbl gait. 

The Hemlock Oil Company’s well on lot 3,132 
reported as flowing in our last, has net been 
opened yet, and is being worked as a mystery. 
There are many who think that the well is too 
far away from developments to be located on 
the belt, while there are others equal'y confi- 
dent that it will develop into a well. It it turns 
out a producer of any calibre it will give the 
Kape pool a renewed lease of life and add hun- 
dreds of acres to its productive area. 

As faras drilled the Hemlock shows up for a 
gasser. The drilling is difficult and slow owing 
to the fact that water to drill with has to be 'et 
in with a bailer, and besides that the well will 
be 2,350 feet deep when finished. The gas vein 
which they encountered the other day in the 
gas sand is quite heavy, and has to be managed 
with considerable care. 

The Warren Paragraph has discovered one 
peculiar thing about Kane and tbat is that all 
the good wells so far opened have pursued a 
direction from the original Craig & Cappeau 
wells as straight northward as they could ar- 
range it for nearly two miles. This is certainly 
unusual, and for this reason perhaps nearly 
every person looks for a speedy change in the 
course and a return to the ancient and perma- 
nent system which admits ot no change from 
a forty-five degree line from northeast to 
southwest. It looks now very muchas if Prof. 
H. Landsrath’s idea of the northwest passage 
were the correct one. 

Butier county added five dusters to the list 
last Saturday. They were the Simcox & Myers 
well, on the Barnhart farm, west of Millers- 
town; T. W. Phillips’ No. 2, ou the Patterson 
farm; Campbell & Murphy’s well, on the Mar- 
tin farm, and Rabbitt & Co.’s well, on the Rog- 
ers farm, in the Brownfield district. The Green- 
lee & Semple No 2, on the Dulity farm is very 
light, probably no better than a 10 barrel well; 
it shuts off all hope of a wide eastern ex- 
tension. 

The Guffy & McKinnéy Bros well on the 
Simpson farm, Mt Nebo, is a rank duster. This 
failure indicates that the Mt Nebo patch is very 
treacherous, 

The field recently opened near Grand Valley 
is being worked for all it is worth. Half a 
score of wells are already under way. 

After the Benton Oil Co’s No 1, at Tarkill, was 
tubed and packed it put into tank in 24 hours 
401 bbls. The H2eter well in the same district 
is on top of the sand. It is due next week. 

At Snousetown Galey & Mellon last week 
found a small well, which will never exceed 
4bbisa day. This venture was located on a 
tract known as hell’s half acre. A great deal 
of possible oil territory is condemned by the 
practical failure of this important venture. As 
yet there is very little to recommend Shouse- 
town as an oi] field, but the probabilities are 
there is a small field there, and while limited to 
a@ narrow latitudinal area, possibly it will be 
rich in spots. The result of the drilling now 
done indicates that the oil lies west rather than 
east or south of the Hood well, which is aver- 
aging about 35 bbls a day. The Morrow test in 
the same pool is due in a few days. 

Washington has developed nothing really 
startling within the week. The Coast well 
on the Weirich farm should be opened this 
week. 

Wildcatters are not striking it rich in Greene 
county. After fishing out the tools in the Cobb 
Apple Run well all the sand was drilled through 
and found barren of either oil or gas. Another 
well will be drilled by the same parties on the 
same lot. A Pittsburg firm has secured con- 
trol of 20,000 acres of land in the Whitely & 
Dunkard regions, and will shortly drill a test 
well. 

Another dry hole has been developed at Phil- 
lipsburg, Wayne county. This time it is the 
Ross well on the Widow Baker tract. 

Lima, O., rejoices in several drilling wells. 
No Ohio Jumbos have been sprung on the 
trade since our last. 

At Macksburg the drill is kept in active mo- 
tion. There is no prospect of extending the 
producing limits of this Buckeye pool, 

While drilling for sulphur in Louisiana a 
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small vein of oil was struck. The oil is of a 
heavy lubricating quality. The output of the 
well is from 3 to 8 bbls a day. 

Wyoming is making efforts to develop her 
petroleum deposits. Some day it will probably 
come to the front with a good field. The oil is 
of the lubricating order and valuable. 

From Egypt comes news that its time-honor- 
ed petroleum beds are soon to be worked ina 
scientific manner. 

At last accounts no other new oil fields had 
been heard from. 

In its weekly review the Derrick says: “* The 
past week was characterized by a still further 
decline in values the pivotal point being 2 cents 
below that of the preceding week. The market 
opened on Monday at 7434c and closed on Satur- 
day at 72!¢c, while the highest price touched in 
the interim was 7514c. Though Monday was a 
period of dullness a Kane rumor effected a 
break. The best prices of the week were quoted 
on that day. On Tuesday the well in Hemlock 
Hollow came in like a great bear and sank the 
market down to 714c from which it only ral- 
lied one point. On Wednesday, for some un- 
known :eason,a stronger tone prevailed and 
7254c was reached. The next day prices re- 
mained about the same, though there wa; a de- 
cline in the afternoon that offset the rise started 
in the morning. Friday’s bvsiness was un- 
eventful. The feeling was firm towards the 
close. Saturday was far below theaverage, not 
having a single field or speculative feature to 
agitate it. The situation in the field remains 
practically unchanged. The March field report 
published in the middle of the week was on the 
whole an item of little influence on values.” 

The market up to two o’clock this afternoon 
was strong and steady at and around 7éc, The 
wires were down in all directions, and the little 
news that crept in from the tront was of no 
consequence. After two o’clock there came a 
reaction, values falling off to 7244c. The close 
was strong at 72%c bid. 

To-day’s field advices were to the effect that 
the well on lot 384 at Kane had gone 20 feet 
into the sand and was showing for a 20 or 25 
bbl well. The Andrews or Hemlock No.2 on 
lot 3132, isa heavy gasser. No. 1 on the same 
tract is still drilling, and from present indica- 
tions will not be opened for some time, 

No material change was reported at the other 
wells in the Kane ard Washingtun fields. 


An improved feeling characterized Wednes- 

day’s market. Wells which had been reported 
on the previous day as young Jumbos failed to 
materialize. Prices under a pressure to cover 
short sales firmed up, the advance of the day 
being 1}c.

The Oil Report for March. 

The March report contrasted with February’s 
figures shows an increase in every department 
ment. of field work with the sole exception of rig 
building. The story of the March drill is one 
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of unusual interest; it relates chiefly to ener- 
getic efforts made in all parts to extend the 
lines, while in a few instances it has been at- 
tended with success, in a majority it came out 
soto speak, at the reverse end of the cornu- 
copia. The high average of the March welle, 
the large increase of new production and the 
slight increase of finished wells must strike the 
student of oi) statistics as a singular circum- 
stance altogether, The increase of new pro- 
duction is mainly due to Kane operations, but 
the Pontius pool and Tarkill are important fac- 
tors in the situation. Kane, however, is the 
great, and we might add without fear of con- 
tradiction, the only bear. Washington with its 
vast pretensions in this direction, as yet, is a 
failure in the line of common amusement. 


Kane’s contribution to statistical literature 
last month was 21 wells,with an aggregate out- 
put at the close of the month of 2,040 barrele, 
Washington, on the other hand, added 1) to the 
producing list and 821 barrels new production 
er 123 barrels jess than Red Valley’s new pro 
duction and over 100 barrels less than Cogley’s 
new production. Yet Washington produces the 
finest wool iu the world, and as a petroleum 
ogre itis not without merit, but that it is a 
great oil field isa matter of fancy more than 
fact. It may develop into better things, but 
the danger from that source as yet is purely 
visionary and is largely as the student is dis- 
posed to view it. 

The March drill received no fewer than five 
deliberate checks in the Allegany field in the 
shape of dry wells, this being the largest list 
found in the New York division in many 
months. It shows the strenuous ¢fforts made 
to extend the lines indicating that the patient 
toilers north of the state lines bave not lost all 
confidence in their oil field The greatest ac 
tivity is centered in Clarksville and Wirt, the 
Nile section, but the better wells continue to 
be found in the last named township; the new 
wells average smaller from month to month, 
and the total production of its 38 finished wells 
do not equal a dsy’s output for the average 
Tarkill spouter. 

Bradford, like Allegany, is not holding its 
ownin the unequal race; its finished list is 
smaller and new production less than in the 
short month of February. In the drilling list 
March is two wells and four rigs behind Febru- 
ary. The work is pretty evenly distributed 
between Bingham frontier, the two branches 
of the Tuna and Knapps Creek section. The 
efforts began several months ago to bring into 
the market a larger scope of the Weston lands 
on the norsbeastern end of the field is begin 
ning to bear fruit, The prospects of extending 
the territory in that quarter are now consid- 
ered favorable. The report of a dry hole now 
comes from the Dennis lands near Rixford, but 
from its situation little else mignt be expected 
The Bingham frentier has increased its new 
work, andthe Union oil company is equally 
busy at both extremes, namely: Kinzua and the 
Burlingame tract at Four Mile. Allegany vil- 
lage is commanding some attention, several 
wells being under way in that quarter. Exactly 
what is the capacity of the Conroy & Johnson 
well on the Freeland farm no fellow can find 
out. It figured asa 10 barrel well in the Fe 
ruary report, but parties claiming to know say 
that these figures very much overrate its actual 


strength. : 
In the middle division Kinzua cawe in for its 


usual rup of luck. The important features of 
the month’s developments in this section is 
confined to the number of dry holes, where 
and by whom found. The sensational one 
was the discovery of oil by Collius & Morse on 
the Weed property across the river, indicating, 
as it were, a back door not previously suspect- 
ed to be there. Fora day the well posed as a 
gusher, but its prospects were ruined by a too 
confiding trust in the drill. Deep drilling only 
developed a characteristic quantity of that 
quarter, it gave them gas. If it wasn’t gas 
they might have got salt water. W hether the 
new territory will exterd and develope into 
something better is a matter of speculation. 
Kinzua too is much like Washington: it looks 
well ou paper, but it won't bear acquaintance 
with the drill. Clarendon and Tiova are with- 
out features of special interest, the usual vol 
ume of business is herein produced tor inspec 
tion. Both divisions are slowly extending 


their limits, one to the north, the other to the| 


southwest. McKinney Bros., Fertig & Co. are 
reducing their work to suit the condition of 
values, In Sheffield work has almost ceased, 
but at Ralltown there is little change and dif- 
ference, if there be any it will show an in- 
crease. N. F. Clark, Balltown Oil Company, 
May, Ke!ly & Grandin inish about two wells 
apiece each and every month The sensation 
of the month was Grandin 46, reported as 
doing 300 barrels. J. C. Welch,the indefatigable 
wildcatter, found another duster on 5,214, but 
undeferred by repeated failure be will drilla 
fourth well on the same line, 


This brings us to Kane, the real bear of the 
present situation; on March 1 there were 25 
wells drilliug and 382 rigs up and building. 
Twenty-one were finished and the close of the 
mooth found 58 drilling and 17 rigs, showing a 
change of 38 wells and rigs that did not appear 
in last month's report. 


Let the assertion suilice that Kane isa very 
peculiar field, ard so far as appearances extend 
itis only in the shank of development, 80 to 
speak. The farther north the better seem the 
weils. There was one failure last month, and 
that was by reason of getting too nigh the gas. 
If not at its bighcst now April will probably 
witness the summit of its glory, when 40 at 
least of the 58 wells now drilling ought to be 
permanently retired. There is some wildcat- 
ting on the Kane summit, and this is chiefly 
confined to the territory north and northeast 
of developments. 

The most important as matters now seem to 
tend is the Swain & Clinton venture in the 
southeast corner of 345. Frank Andrews is 
drilling two wells on 3,132, one of which is pear 
thesand. The adjacent territory has been ex- 
tensively experimented with in the past, and 
nothing short of oil will restore confidence in 
that quarter, a fact which diminishes the spec- 
ulative is portance of the wells on 3132. The 
swrowning sensation of the month is the Turkiil 
pvol, which, no doubt, is limited to a small 
area, but this, too,is purely speculative. On 
the southwest and west it is known to be cut 


heard from. The Benton well, being the farth- 
est east, is the best in the pool, and with the 
exception of the Dyer, is the largest well in 
the oil country. More drilling is needed to de~ 
termine the extent of the field. 


Cogley run has passed the summit and has 
started back on the down grade. There is still 
considerable teiritory to drill, but it is con- 
fined to the edges. The same is true of Red 
Valley; neither have extended their areas; 
the latter district is making heroic efforts to 
push westward, and some 50 barrel wells have 
resulted. Yet these are deemed insufficient to 
warrant an onwa d boom until the G.bson well 
is in and the result known, |ittle progress will 
be made toward seeking ano outiet in tbat 
quarter. The wildcatter is busy in the north- 
east; before April departs they will be heard 
from. Atall other points the field is coopered. 
Passing lightly over Emlemton, where opera- 
ticns tbrough recent successes on the Craw- 
ford farm have received a fresh impetus, the 
next point is the Puntius pool. Nine wells 
were fluished in March and the connection be- 
tween the Miller well and the Ort and Pontius 
wells established. Except Kane, this was con- 
sidered the most important development, and 
about March 1 it appeared to be even 
more formidable than Kane itself, but since 
then the drill in ite relentiess march bas stuck 
peg bere and lopped off a corner there aud 
waded through poor sands at other places. At 
the close of the month it is still formidable, but 
shorn, so to speak, of its pin feathers, Whit 
remaing, however, is oil territory. Showalter 
Bros. got a duster near their No. 2, but it was 
in the direction of no oil and might bave been 
expected. 

There is more experimental development 
going on in Butler county than all the rest of 
the region combined. The section west of 
Baldridge was badly damaged last montb, and 
itig doubtful whether Reibold will ever re- 
cover from the punishment it has just received. 
Nebo is making a bard fight for recognition. 
Sois Shousetown. The latter district is not 
without merit. The Hood well, which has a 
record of better than 30 barrels a day for a 
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month, suggests that there may be something 
init. The McCoy well, which hasthe reputa- 
tion of having spouted before they were ready, 
is additional endorsement to ita claims. There 
are seven wells drilling and they will be fin- 
ished within two weeks. Shousetown wells 
appear to obtain their oil from the Gantz 
equivalent. Before another report is issued 
the field will be better understood. 

Then comes the sucker’s paradise, Washing- 
ton. This district has done little during the 
past month to correct its reputation for eccen- 
tricity. It added another producing eand to its 
repertoire and Washington like it is very ex- 
clusive in its favors. This feature is empha- 
sized in the Pew & Emerson well, no otber in 
its vicinity got the same oil, Of nine finished 
wells three were dry in all the sands, and the 
rest got oil anywhere from the mountain sand 
to the Gordon. For example, the Weaver well 
got its oil inthe Gordon sand, and the Union 
well on the McGovern farm got all it bas in the 
fifty-foot and stray. Each well seems to have 
its own special produci:g rock and for this 
reason they may last forever. There is no 
doubt the Washington wells will be stayers, 
because the drainage will be slow. Under its 
peculiar system wells may drilled as thickly as 
a well to each acre, and the drainage ordinarily 
would be no more rapid than a weil to 10 or 20 
acres where all were supplied from the same 
rock. The staying quality of the Dyer well is 
something remarkable, The Thayer, too, isa 
stayer, but the rest are out of place when 
claassed above the average of the fields at 
large, 

Washington has 58 wells drilling and 17 rigs, 
exactly the same number as Kane both as to 
wells and rigs, and all except two drilling wells 
and three rigs figured in February's report. [n 
other words only five rigs were built in Wash- 
ington du.ing March. April, however, will be 
fruitful of interest in this field, Several wells 
wiil be in and these will either make or ruin its 
reputation, The Wylie well being in the most 
advanced stage will probably be completed 
first. Being now in the Gantz sand it ought to 
be in the fifty-foot rock within a week. 
If it is a large well in that rock 
then it will seem that Washington may 
correct its record. The northwest and 
west are practically condemned, It remains 
for north and northeast to bolster 1p its wan- 
ing glory. Unless it is able to show at least one 
persistent sand that may be uniformly produc- 
tive, suckers » ill cease to bite. 

The Macksburg field not included in this re- 
port shows a complete list of 24 welis and 420 
barrels new production, 36 drilling wells and 24 
rigs up ard building. March has added over 
150 barrels to the daily production of that fleld. 
There was little sunshine for the wildcatter in 
that field last month. Three important test 
wells came in dry.

The jobbing movement in drugs has been of 
fair proportions during the past week. New 
features are very seldom met witb, the con- 
dition of the market being one of steadines:, 
the fluctuations for the most part being unim- 
portant, and confined to a few leading articles. 
The opium market has experienced a decided 
improvement under speculative manipulation 
and higher prices are the result. Morphine on 
the other hand is found among the list of 
articles which have declined. There is 
no change in the position of qninine and 
at the London bark sale to- 
day there was po new features developed. 
In essential oils we find that Soil of cloves has 
advanced, owing to the upwerd movement in 
the raw material. The oils of bergamot, orange 
and Jemon which have for 8ome time been heid 
atvery high prices are beginning ot decline. An 
editorial article inthis issue reviews the posi- 
tion of these articles at considerable length. 
The principal changes in the market since the 
date of our list are given below :

At the close the 
market is firmer and nothing better than 
$3 10@3 15 is named for prime high test, se!ected 
as to quantity and bolder. lor broken pack- 
ages as wanted holders are geaerally qnoting 
$3 20, although there are some who continucto 
name $3 15 for prime quality. The demand is 
only fair,as buyers continue to manifest the 
same indifference as heretofore about purchas- 
ing beyond their current wants. Powdered 
opium is only in moderate request at previous 
quotation of $420 Messrs F. W. Bowyer & 
Burtleet, in speaking of the London. market, 
under date of March 27, says: ““Tbis market bas 
been more active than for some time past, con_ 
siderable transactions having taken place, gen- 
erally at lower prices. The chief demand has 
been for manufacturing descriptions, and im- 
porters have gladly availed themselves of the 
opportunity to make progress. Salonica has 
been freely dealt in at easier prices (ls baying 
been accepted for fine 1884 crop out of con- 
dition.) Small sales of Smyrna and Gheve sec- 
onds have been effected at lower rates; fine 
Gheve bas realized 103, The fine ‘soft shipping’ 
kinds bave not been dealt in, but good mixed 
Tokat has realized 12s@i2s6d. Persian is un- 
changed, no transactions having taken place.” 

With the exception of the dropin price by the 
principal maker there is nothing new as regards 
morphine. The demand bas only been moder 
ate, as buyers pending the unsettled cundition 
of the market only tike such quantities as cur- 
rent wants may require. For the present we 
quote P.& W. $2 :(@250,R. & 8. $22.@250, 
K. & M. $2 15@240, and KR. & R. $2@3 db as to 
quantity and style ot packing.

There has been a good consumptive demand 
during the week for both foreign and domestic 
makes of quinine. There is no doubt but that 
withthe return of a few days of pleasant 
and settied weather, together with a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the labor question through- 
outthe country, a decided improvement in the 
demand for this article would be witnessd. But 
as long as this state of affairs exists buyers will 
continue the same indifference about discount- 
ing the future, and will only take such quanti- 
ties as current wants may require. Prime 
brands of German are procurable from second 
hands at 62}4@%3c, as to quantity, except in 
cases where there is strong competition, and 
then it is reported that 614¢c has been accepted 
but only for limited quantities. There have 
been several Offers of 60c made for spot lots, 
but as holders decline to entertain anything 
below 62}¢c and then only for limited quanti- 
ties, no business of any importance has resuit- 
ed. Agents for the leading makes are still 
firm at 64c for bulk for spot delivery, 
with one exception where the agent is nam- 
ing 64c for May delivery, but only for 
a limited quantity and that only to his regular 
trade. The result of to-day’s auction sale of 
barks in London do not indicate that a change 
in values may be expected, as the prices paid 
were the same as at the last fortnixhtly sale.

The Public 
Ledger of the 27th, in speaking of the last auc- 
tion sale, says: “South American— ‘Lhere was a 
fair demand for the moderate quantity of 1111 
packages offered. and with free selling 580 
packages found buyers at the previous low 
range of value, including 638 bales Calisaya, 
small broken and young quilly but rich Is 1d@ 
2a 2d, chiefly Cuprea, low old at 2d, middling 6d, 
fair to good, import 1886, 7}44d@9d. East Indla— 
A large supply of Ceylon was catalogued, the 
total reaching 2140 packages, ora total weight 
of 280 tons. The assortment was again of an 
indifferent nature, for besides 37 tons of branch 


the greater part consisted of young, 
weak and mixed descriptions, 
the finer kinds being in relatively 


small supply. A feature of some interest was 
comprised in a long pile of 24bregular and mod- 
erate sized bales, the quality of which was 
above the average. The demand was steady 
throughout the sales, and virtually the whole 
was disposed of at very irregular, but, on the 
whule, unchanged rates, the unit value aver- 
aging 444@5d. Other kinds were poorly repre- 
sented. We hear that it is now estimated that 
the quantity of bark in Ceylon is about one- 
fourth of what it was four years ago. It is 
gratitying to note that Ceylon bales run now 
of a handy size andin accordance with the 
wishes of the trade. The auction of 842 bags 
and 173 cases Java, held at Amsterdam on the 
18th inst, went off as follows: Schuhbkraft ut 25

For the general line there is no improvement 
experienced inthe demand; bence, values re- 
main unchanged. The market for Arabics 
during the week under review has been ex 
ceedingly quiet and uninteresting, no sales 
worthy of attention having been consummated, 
and the inquiry from consumers has teen of 
but small moment. Prices are, notwithstand- 
ing the lack of demand, well maintained, and 
dealers look for a decided advance the moment 
any activity in the demand manifests itself.

Aden gum of good 
clean pale smber and rosy frosted quality sold 
at full valuations—at 98s per cwt; but ordinary 
ungarbled and badly garbled grades were 
placed at low prices—at 528 to 5is, with quality 
somewhat better at 60s per cwt. Of Amruad 
gum all the good and fine qualities offered 
passed the hammer unsold, the bids made not 
coming up to the view of sellers; but of the 
inferior grades, part of the quantity offered 
found buyers at steady rates. Glassy brown 
and dark Oomrawatte or Pondicherry sort 
realized valuations—at 60s 6d to 5ls 6d, inferior 
at 39s to 432, and ordinary blocky pickings at 308 
to 30s 6d per cwt. Ghatti kind, of which 
the bulk ot the quantity sold consisted, sold 
rather irregularly, and in some instances at Is 
to 28 per cwt better prices. Of Brown Mogadore 
character one or two sold at 928 to 96s, with 
dust at 15s per cwt. Since the sales some of the 
bought-in lots have been cleared of, and alto- 
gether there seems a better feeling in the market 
Camphor—Sales of jobbing quantities are still 
the order of the day in this market, and are 
consummated at prices as given below. The 
London market is reported steady; of China 
the stock is very small and no transactions are 
reported; of Japan there is a stock of about 7,- 
500 packages, rather less than average; the 
nominal quotation is 70s per cwt, but as no 
large orders are passing it is dificult to say at 
what lowest price purchases could be effected; 
an offer of 663 6d for fresh, rather damp, re- 
weight, was declined some days ago. The situ- 
ation of tragacanth in this market remains the 
same as when we last wrote, dealers are firmly 
maintaining prices and talk of higher prices in 
the near future, notwithstaading the extremely 
slow nature of the inquiry which is now expe- 
rienced.

EXAMINER IN MATERIA MED- 
ICA, AUSTRALIA. 


In the central province of India, especialy 
in the thick jungles, the coccus lacca insect 
may be seen dwelling together in thick set 
groups on the branches and twigs of zizyphus 
jujuba, ficus religiosa, butea frondosa, besides 
other trees and shrubs belonging chiefly to the 
leguminoev order. Each insect incrusts itself 
over wit': a resinous substance, forming within 
acell containing larve and a deep coloring 
matter, the dead body of the parent being 
itself the cell. Hundreds of these are piled to- 
gether adhering to a twig, and in this condition 
itis termed sticlac, and contains about 70 per 
cent uf resin, 10 per cent of coloring matter, 
and the rest debris, 

The collecting of sticlac and the making of 
shellac, buttonlac, sheetlac, and lac dye is an 
industry carried on by the Hindoos in the dis- 
tricts of the central provinces. In order to 
obtain the largest quantity both of resin and 
coloring matter, the sticlac is collected before 
the larvee emerges from the cells, else, with 
their flight, they carry away the greater part 
of the dye coloring. 

Since the advent of the aniline dyes, lac dye 
is but little in demand, The lurve is allowed 
to mature, as it does not interiere with the 
quality or quantity of the resin portion. It is 
chiefly this circumstance that keeps down the 
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price of shellac, there being, consequently, 


more insect workers than formerly. 


The process of dealing with sticklac for the 
making of shellac and lac dye was witnessed by 
the writer when in India, and is as follows: 
The first part of the process is to separate the 
lac from the twigs. This is done by two women 
—one turning and the other feeding a primi- 
When a heap is 
formed (about a bushel in quantity), it is win- 
nowed in arustic looking winnower, the lighter 
debris separating; the remainder is then hand 
The process of grinding and winnow- 
ing is repeated until the whole is reduced to 
small, orange colored nodules. When in this

A 


woman steps into the pan, steadying herself 


against the mud wall with her hands, then 


turning violently to the right and left, in order 


to keep the lac in a continual state of motion 
against her feet and the sides of the pan for 
some time, the other woman occasionally add- 
ing more water, until the vessel is full of adark 
colored liquid. After settlement the dye water 
is removed into another earthenware pan, and 
the lac again washed untii the water runs away 
clear. 

Lac Dye.—The treatment of thecolored water 
for the purpose of obtainiag from it the las 
dye is very simple. After straining lime water 
4s added, which precipitates the dye. The 
water is then drawn off, and the dye drained 
through cotton cloth; from this it is transferred 
to compressible frames, containing strony iron 
plates, and reduced by a native screw press 
to solid sheets of dark purple dye about 
a@ quarter of an inch thick: these are cut 
up into cakes and stored till dry enough for 
packing, and then forwarded to Calcutta for 
sale inthe bazaars. The utilitarian value of 
lac dye over cochineal in a humid climate, 
especially in dyeing the scarlet cloth of the 
soldiers’ coats, lies in ite power to resist the ac- 
tion of human perspiration. 

Shellac.—The manufacture of shellac is an 
entirely distinct process. The seedlac at the 
bottom of the pan is removed, dried and sifted, 
The finer dust, which is highly inflammable, is 
removed. The lac workers of India make it up 
into bracelets and ornaments of various kinds. 

The coarse lac which is to be made into shell 
is put into Jong sausage-shaped bags of about 
two inches diameter, made of cloth like Amert- 
can drill, Under a shed is a charcoal fire abuvt 
two feet long and six inches wide, alongside of 
the fireplace is a bambeo pole, about three feet 
lorg and four inchee diameter, filled with warm 
sand, inclining at a slight angle to the ground. 
On each side of the fireplace is sitting a man, 
but more generally a woman, each holding an 
end of the sausage roll-looking bag about 
twelve inches high over the clear charcoal fire, 
turning the roll or bag briskly until the lac be- 
gins to ooze through the interstices of the 
cloth; the bag is still kept twisted until a coat- 
ing of soft lac covers the outside. It is then 
removed from the fire, and asmall disc of lac is 
placed here and there over the surface of the 
bamboo by a rapid turn of the wrist. A third 
woman is sitting at one end of the bamboo, 
holding in both hands a strip of aloe leaf, re- 
sembling very much a thin magic wand; this 
she pushes forward over the soft lac, repeating 
the motion three or four times, when a thin 
film of the lac covers over the round surface of 
the bamboo, which is immediately transferred 
into an open basket; the lac, drying rapidly, 
cracks up into many pieces—this is shellac. 

Buttonlac is simply shellac without spread- 
ing. 

Sheetlac is made in a similar manner to shel- 
lac, only the sheets are much thicker, and the 
woman removing it from the bamboo in a sup- 
ple condition, and with both hands, stretches 
it over the fire, in order to remove the wave- 
like furrows which are impressed on it by the 
fibrous surface of the aloe leaf. While 
doing this it is not uncommon to see the woman 
—who performs her work intelligently—lift the 
hot sheet to her mouth and bite out any for- 
eign substance, such as dirt or sand, filling in 
the hole so made by a rapid movement of her 
hand over the sheet. The average rate of wages 
is an anna and a quarter—1% of a penny—per 


day. 
The Materia Medica of the Eucalyp- 
tus.* 


BY JOSEPH BOSISTO, M. P. 


History.—This genus. of the natural order of 
Myrtacee, is an ancient Australian vegetation. 
River beds of great antiquity have been met 
with. at depths varying from 100 to 200 feet and 
even deeper, in various alluvial gold mining 
districts of Victoria, revealing occasionally 
massive timber trees without any signs of de- 
cay, belonging to the family of the Eucalyptus, 
chiefly those of the red gum (rostrata) and the 
fron bark (leucoxylon) species. Some species 
growing at the present day on thealluvial flats, 
mountainous ranges and in the valleys, attain 
a prodigious size, both as to girth and height, 
bespeaking their longevity, possibly .contem- 

poraneous with the cedars of Lebanon. 
Botanical Characters.—The word ‘‘eucalyp3 
tus”- -from eu, “well,” and kalypto, “to cover” 
is aptly chosen to distinguish this splendid 
family of plants from all others. This charac-

teristic is observable in the limb of the calyx, 
completely covering the flower before expan- 
sion; and during ite gradual development, the 
operculum, or lid, is upiifted in shape like an 
extinguisher, which falls off immediately the 
flower becomes matured. The chief characters 
of all eucalypts are firmness of the calyx, the 
absence of petals, the numerous rows of sta- 
mens inserted close to the edge of the calyx 
tube, the stamens being nearly aiways fertile, 
and also the many form variations of the an- 
thers in the different species. This systematic 
arrangement was made by the lute venerable 
Bentham, and acquiesced in by our Govern 

ment botanist, Baron von Mueller, as being the 
wigect to adopt. 

Physical Characters.—All eucalypts cast their 
bark annually, the leaves are evergreen; the 
petiole is half twisted, so that the plane of each 
leaf is parallel to the axis of the tree, allowing 
thereby free action on both sides to sunlight 
and to the aircurrents. Translucent oil cells 
abound in all the leaves, and in many species 
the cells are visible to the naked eye; tbe leaves 
also have stomata on each side, and the oil cells 
run through. The roots are very dispersive, 
and have rootlets in great abundance. 

The Chemical Constituents are not only those 
usually met with in all ligneous vegetation, 
but include also a volatile otto or oil, varying 
in composition in some species; a volatile acid, 
termed eucalyptic acid; a bitter principle, in an 
amorphous condition, strongly hygroscopic, 
termed eucalyptene; and a gum resin, varying 
in kinie or catechuic characteristics. The vola- 
tile oil is met with only in the leaves and the 
truit vessels; the other principles in all parts of 
the tree, 


Therapeutic Inquiry and Errors.—It must ; 


always be borne in mind, in any inquiry, into 
the therapeutics of this vegetation, that there 
are about 150 species, and as in the case of the 
genus Cinchona, in which only a third of its 
varieties supply the cinchona barks of com- 
merce, and each variety differs in quantity of 
the alkaloids, and in their chemical composi- 
tion, so in like manner the eucalypti vary in 
active principles, especially in essential vola- 
tile ottos. Owing to the free growth and pretty 
leaf appearance of the Eucalyptus globulus 
(blue gum) during the first three years of its 
growth, together with its having become accii- 
matized in Europe and other parts of the 
world, this species has been referred to by 
writers and medical men as the only species 
worthy of notice; in fact they have almost ig- 
nored the consideration of any other variety. 
This error has led to much confusion; hence in 
many medical and other scientific journals of 
those countries any therapeutic or sanative 
result recorded is generally credited to Eucal- 
yptus globulus, when, as is well known to many 
in Victoria, some other variety was under con- 
sideration. In like manner, we may refer to 
the eucalyptus nostrums: no matter how pre- 
pared or of what composition, they are sure to 
be stated to be obtained from the “eucalyptus 
globulus.” 


Chief Medicinal Species.—For supplying the 
essential oils of commerce—the amygdalina, 
globulus, and oleosa; the volatile acid—ros- 
trata and globulus; the bitter principle—glob- 
ulus and stuartiana; the kino and catechu 
resins—obliqua, leucoxylon, marginata and ros- 
trata. The result of long observation and ex- 
periment is that the volatile element is the 
base of all the products and educts just men- 
tioned, and for the following reason: That 
those species which are great in the production 
of oil supply it (by the peculiar leaf formation) 
vigorously to the atmosphere, allowing but lit- 
tle time for the production of substances, such 
asresins and vegetable acids, which require 
the absorption of oxygen by the leaf to form 
them. On the other hand, those species less 
vigorous in oil production allow time for the 
purpose, hence they become well stored with 
resin and acid, both in the wood and inthe 
bark. 


The Products and their Medicinal Uses.—Eu- 
ealyptic acid is obtained by fractional distilla- 
tion of the mother liquor of any of the euca- 
lypts. It is persistent in aroma, and has been 
known to retain its identity after exposure to 
the air for many years. It is supposed that the 
fact of the red gum timber containing this acid 
abundantly is the reason of its not being at- 
tacked by the Teredo navalis, when used for 
piles in the erection of sea jetties, It isa pow- 
erful antiseptic. 


The gum resins are generally collected from 
many species; some supply a ruby colored 
kino, others again that of catechu--the former 
abounding in astringency, and the latter ina 
lesser degree; none approach in value for me- 
dicinal uses the inspissated juice ot the rostrata 
of Victoria. This is a delicate mucilaginous as- 
tringent in combination with tonic properties, 
employed with benefit in all affections of the 
mucous membrane of the stomach and bowels, 
and is a reliable remedy in the treatment of 
chronic dysentary and diarrhoea. As a topical 
astringert for the nvula and tonsils, either in 
the form of a gargle, syrup, or lozenge, it forms 
a useful remedy. Soluble in alcohol, cold or 
boiling water. 

Incompatibles.—The alkalies and metallic 
salts. 

Pharmarmaceutical Preparations. — Apart 
from the essential ottos are the following: Suc- 
cus rostrate, the inspissated juice of the tree, 
is a safer and more effective remedy than either 
kino or catechu. Squire speaks of itas a gum 
adhering with great pertinacity to the mucous

Essential Oils—We now come to the essential 
ottos of the eucalyptus. I have already men- 
tioned the leading species producing oils in 
general use; although others are equally im- 
portant, none are superior. Distance from pop- 
ulation, and the difficulties of transit, at pres- 
ent prevent the employment of many kinds. 
In a paper read before the Royal Society of 
Victoria, in 1876, I fully entered into the ques- 
tion of the sanative effect of the eucalyptus 
forests of Australia upon climate. The paper 
is published in the Society’s transactions of 
that year. The evidences and arguments I 
need not repeat here, but confine myself—first, 
to the chemical composition of the oils; second, 
to their therapeutical effect and mode of ad- 
ministration 

Chemical Composition.—Although there ex- 
iste a great diversity of odor in the several eu- 
calyptus oils, yet in chemical composition they 
have but two headings or divisions, viz,, hydro- 
carbons of the turpene group, and compounds 
containiug oxygen approximating to camphor 
such as the cymol, thymol, terpinol. It is 
highly probable that many of the differently- 
named constituents are identical with each 
other; however, a near chemical relationship 
exists, 

The formula C,H,—that is, five atoms of car- 
bon and four of hydrogen—is the most simple 
form of union. In oleum terebinthze we have 
its multiple thus—C,oH, or CaoHy¢6; an equally 
similar formula applies to many of our eucal- 
yptus oils; others again containing oxygen in- 
clude those having a strong camphoraceous 
odor, hence the formula Cy9H,.,0, are oxyhy- 
drocarbons. Although this expresses the rela- 
tive proportions of the elements, yet it isin 
their molecular arrangement, or binding 
sphere, or method of union, wherein lies the 
difference in aromaand character. A striking 
example of this fact is noticeable in ess. limo- 
nis and oleum terebinthz, both being similar in 
formula. 

Therapeutical Action.—In considering the 
medicinal effect of the oils of the eucalyptus, it 
must be remembered that we are dealing with 
bodies simply in elementary formula, and con- 
sequently wide apart from those complex com- 
pounds of the type of the well-known energetic 
poisons. 

The hydrocarbon character of the eucalyptus 
oils, together with their low specific gravity, 
varying from 0 880 to 0°911, points to their rapid 
diffusibility when taken internally. Analogous 
compounds, such as camphor, alcohol and conia, 
afford the key to their action. The immediate 
effect of each of the bodies just named is well 
known to be cn the cerebro-spinal nervous 
system; any ons of these taken in large doses 
produces more or less complete flaccidity of 
the muscular system, and ultimately produces 
a state of inebriation and unconsciousness, a 
similar result follows extreme doses of euca- 
lyptus oil. Medical scientists report that a 
small dose promotes appetite; a large one de- 
stroysit. In stronger doses of 10 to 20 minims 
it first accelerates the pulse, produces pleasant 
general excitement—shown by irresistible de- 
sire for moving about—and a feeling of buoy- 
ancy and strength. Intoxicating in very large 
doses, but, unlike alcohol or opium, the effects 
are not followed by torpor, but produce a gen- 
eral calmness and soothing sleep. The anti- 
dote for an overdose is also alike in character, 
viz.,astrong cup of coffee without milk or 
sugar, which speedily removes any alarming 
symptoms. Now, these results, as compared 
with the medicinal action of Conium macu- 
latum, are very striking. An overdose of this 
drug leaves the intelligence and sensory sys- 
tem intact, while it paralyzes the motor system; 
in like manner Overdoses of eucalyptus pro- 
duce similar results. The bitterness left on the 
palate after taking eucalyptus oil is evidently 
due to a principle isomeric with the oil. not 
separable. It probably is the active agent so 
otten referred to by medical writers when 
urging the antiperiodic properties of the oil. 

Eucalyptol is the more volatile liquid, ob- 
tained from any one of the three essential ottos 
previously mentioned. It is separated by rec- 
tification with caustic potash and fused calci- 
um chloride, boiling evenly at 347 deg. F.—the 
product of eucalyptol in quantity being about 
2percent. Represented by C,3H,.0, it is a 
homolugue of camphor, and appears to be two 
steps higher in the series. Its vapor mixed 
with air is fresh, agreeable when inhaled, and is 
employed as a therapeutic agent in diphtheritic 
and bronchial affections, in the form of vapor. 

About one teaspoonful! with half a pint of boil- 
ing water is placed in the inhaler. 


Oil of Eucalyptus, in general use, is in chief 
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obtained from the amygdalina and odorata 
| species, and nct from the “globulus,’”’ being 
more abundant much cheaper, and containing 
the full remec. | properties assigned to the 
volatile product »f this vegetation. It is very 
fluid, almost de? id of color, and has an aroma 
persistent and o1 nphoraceous; is slightly solu- 
ble in water, but completely so in alcohol, oils, 
fats and paraffine. It is not caustic,like carbolic 
acid, nor does it produce much irritation of the 
skin, unless epplied with extra friction; in 
that case the application of an emollient 
will speedily relieve. It is very destructive 
to low organic growth. It is a power- 
ful antiseptic and by some practitioners 
stated to be more than three times us strong 
as carbolic acid in preventing the development 
of bacteria. Its uses are manifold. The 
Lancet, Medical Times and numerous other 
medical and scientific journals frequently re- 
cord them. In Martindale’s and Westcott’s 
Extra Pharmacopoeia (1884) is furnished a full 
account, together with formulz for its em- 
ployment, and attached to this paper will be 
found a full statement of the eucalyptus 
preparations, together with doses Adultera- 
tions are frequent. Eucalyptus oil when pure 
is colorless, or nearly so; it leaves no stain on

Peach and Walnut Oils.* 


BY THOS. MABEN, 

Apricot, peach and walnut oils have hitherto 
been comparatively unknown in western Eu- 
rope, the two former being, according to a re- 
port by M. C. Cooke, from which I sha’! pres- 
ently quote, unrepresented in the collection of 
oils in the India museum. The samples in my 
possession formed part of the Indian collection 
at the Forestry exhibition in Edinburgh a year 
ago, and were presented by the commissioner, 
together with a number of rare oils and drugs, 
tothe museum in Edinburgh of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, and they may thus be relied 
upon as being thoroughly genuine and unadul- 
terated. 

The oilsare all from the Punjaub, but their 
production is by no means confined to that 
district, as they are extracted on a large scale 
in the more temperate belt of Asia between 
East Hindostan and Persia. The Drupacec, 
to which sub-order the apricot and peach be- 
long, are for the most part natives of the tem- 
perate zone of the northern hemisphere, the 
peach being more particularly identified with 
Persia, but they bave been introduced and 
cultivated in every possible quarter, though 
the expression of the oils as an industry and 
their use in daily life do not seem to have ex- 
tended, in any considerable degree, beyond 
Asia. The walnut flourishes much further 
north than the peach and apricot, and its oil 
has been and is extracted with a certain degree 
of succees in the north of Europe (Cooke), and 
it also forms un extensive and valuable export 
from Thibet and Yarkand (‘Cyclopedia of 
India.’) 


Apricot, 


Om OF APRICOT. 

The oil of apricot which is known to the na- 
tives of the Punjaub under the name of chooli- 
ki-tel, and sold also in the bazaars as “badam 
kohee,” is extracted from the kernels of the 
Prunus Armeniaca. It is clear, of a pale yel- 
low color. not unlike almond oil, but a shade 
darker. It hasa distinct odor of hydrocyanic 
acid, and has a bland taste, with a mild amyg- 
dalaceous flavor. Cooke says the oil *‘contains 
about 4 per cent.” of hydrocyanic acid; but 
though this may be true of some specimens, I 
am strongly of opinion that, generally speak- 
ing, the percentage of acid will be less than 
this. In common with other drupaceous 
plants, the kernel of the apricot abounds in 
emulsin and amygdalin; consequently the pres- 
ence of acid in the oil is readily explained. 
With sufficient care the oil can doubtless be 
obtained quite free from this injurious in- 
gredient, the continued presence of which will 
be a serious obstacle to the introduction of the 
oll into commerce generally. 

The uses of apricot oil are various. It isem- 
ployed for culinary purposes, but it is neces- 
sary always to use sufficient heat to get rid of 
its poisonous properties. It is used as a burn- 
ing oil, though what the quality of its light may 
be I have not been able to determine, and also 
for the hair. 

Apricot oil might, in so far as mere appear- 
ance is concerned, safely be substituted for 
almond oil, but the physical tests and chemical 
reactions are quite sufficient to give a very 
clear distinction between, and even within cer- 
tain limits, to detect mixtures of the two oils. 

Specific Gravity.—The specific gravity of 
apricot oil at 60 deg. F. is .9204, that of almond 
oil being about .918. 

Freezing Point.—Like other oils of the sume 
class, the freezing point is extremely low. I 
was unable by means of freezing mixtures to 
getatemperature low enough to solidify the 
sample. At —20 deg. C. the only apparent 
change after two hours was a slight thickening 
of the oil, and at this same point almond oil 
was quite opaque and viscid. It is certain, 
therefore, that the freezing point is even lower 
than that of almond oil, which sometimes re- 
quiresa temperature of —21.5 deg. C. before 
solidification takes place. 

The action of strong nitric acid on apricot 
oil gives a coffee brown, and sulphuric acid 
strikes a light brown color, changing at the 
end of two hours to a dark brown. -

Solution of chloride of zinc gives # muddy 
brown,with a shade of purple, and with the 
elaidin test the oil gave a light yellow hard 
mass, solidification taking place in about two 
hours. The reactions with almond oil are 
quite distinctive. Strong nitric acid changes 
only after a conziderable interval to dull red; 
sulphuric acid strikes a baight yellow color, 
changing to an orange: chloride of zinc solu- 
tion has no effect whatever, and the elaidin re- 
action results in a hard white mass, Owing to 
the small quantity of the oils, only abouta 
fluid ounce of each being available, I was un- 
able to make use of Mat mene’s rise of temper- 
ature test, and the same cause prevented me 
stom separating the fatty acids in quantity 
sufficient for obtaining reliable experimental 
results, 

Sapenification—1,000 parts of oil required for 
saponification 181°4 parts of KHO; this figure 
coming very near that for almond oil, which I 
find to be 183. 

Bromine Absorption.—This method for the 
quantitative estimation of fats and oils has 
been recently brought prominently forward by 
Professor Mills, of Glaseow, who is ths princi- 
pal authority on the process, and whose method 
of manipulation was in substance adopted 
That the process is not yet perfect and that 
there are difficulties in connection with it, is 
understood, but these need not be discussed 
here; it may be remarked, however, that my 
figures were invariably higher than those of 
Dr. Mills. One hundred parts of apricot oil ab- 
sorbed 70 parts of bromine, which offers a wide 
divergence from sweet almoné oil, which gave 
with Mills’ 53°74 parts bromine. 


OIL OF PEACH. 

Wild oil of peach, or peach kerzel oil as it is 
more commonly termed, is much more familiar 
than apricot oil in this country, where it has 
obtained a certain noteriety as being an alleged 
substitute for and adulterant of almond oil. 
The oil, which goes by the native name of bee- 
mi-ki-tel, is expressed froin the kernels of pru- 
nus (anygdalus) Persica, This plant at one 
time occupied an unimportant position in offi- 
cial materia medica, peach leaves having been 
recognized in the old Dublin Pharmacopeceia’ 
The infusion of the leaves seems, however, to 
have been held in as little regard as the cherry 
laurel water of our own day, as according to 
Christison, “the plant might be expunged with- 
out loss from the Pharmacopoeia as it is put to 
very little use in British medical practice.’ 
The leaves and flowers, as well as the kernels 
of the peach, contain hydrocyanic acid, and it 
was largely to this that any virtue they pos- 
sessed was due. 


The expressed oil is not unlike that from the 
apricot in appearance; it is clear, of a light yel- 
low color, but a shade darker thau the latter 
The sample Iexamined showed a very slight 
fluorescence; but this may prob:bly be due to 
some accidental circumstance, as it rarely hap- 
pens that oils of this class are fluorescent. The 
oil has a strong odor of bydrocyanic acid and a 
disagreeably strong flavor, both the odor and 
flavor being much more decided than is the case 
with apricot oil. 


Specific gravity—The specific gravity of the 
oil at 60 peg F. is *9232. 


Freezing point—At —20 deg C. no change was 
perceptible, save that the oil became slightly 
viscid and there occurred a deposition Of a mi- 
nute quantity of what I assume to be stearine. 
As in the case of apricot oil the freezing point 
will be lower than that of almond oil. 


Strong nitric acid gives with peach oil a dark 
brown color; sulphuric acid strikes at oncea 
dark brown, which gradually changes to a 
lighter shade; solution of chloride of zinc gives 
a@ purplish brown, and the elaidin test gives in 
two hours a mass of butter-like color and con- 
sistence. 


Saponification—1,000 parts of oil require 189.1 
parts of KHO for saponification. 


Bromine Absorption—Mills gives 25.4 per 
cent, as the amount of bromine absorbed by a 
**peach kernel oil of s.g. .9175.’"" The sample 
which I have gives a much higher figure than 
this, 100 parts of oil absorbing 77 parts of 
bromine. 

Apart altogether from their chemical proper- 
ties the odor and flavor of apricot and peach 
oils will always be obstacles to their substitu- 
tion for almond oil, and the same vause will in- 
terfere with their use for culinary purposes. I 
find that an admixture of 10 per cent. of either 
apricot or peach oils with almond oil can be 
readily detected, the best test for the purpose 
being the solution of chloride of zinc. This 
reagent, the method for applying which I shall 
subsequently explain, has no effect at all on 
pure almond oil, but with the 10 per cent. mix- 
ture referred to a citron-yellow color is at once 
produced. This reactiun with nitric acid gives 
indications only when the adulteration comes 
to a point that would be considered excessive, 
Apricot and peach oils are both non-drying, 
and appear to be such as might be usefully em- 
ployed for lighting porposes; but whether they 
would be equally suitable as lubricants could 
only be determined by actual experiment, 


OIL OF WALNUT. 

Oil of walnut (akrot-ki-tel] is extracted with 
‘or without heat from the kernels of Juglans 
regia, and belongs to a different category from 
those we have been considering. In appear- 
ance it resembles almond oil even more closely 
than the others, but as it isa drying oil it can 

*@carcely be used either asan adulterant of, or 
substitute for almond oil. 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG -REPORTER. 


@Cooke states that the oil is “limpid, almost 
colorless, or pale yellow; has reputation as a 
good edible oil, and is a valuable oil in the hill 
districts, but is seldom seen in the plains.”” The 
oil is, accorning to the ‘Cyclopredia of India,, 
used for turning and culinary purposes and in 
the arts, and also “for extracting the odorous 
principles from jasmine, yellow rose and nar- 
cissus. For this purpose one part of the flow- 
ers is mascerated in thre parts of the oil for six 
weeks in a we'l-closed jar.” 

Walnut oil hasa nutty odor and a disagree- 
able, almost acrid, taste. The flavor depends to 
a certain extent on whether the oil has becn 
“cold-drawn,” or expressed with heat. In the 
former case it is by no means disagreeable, and 
it is probable that this sample has been obtained 
bp the latter method. 

The quantity of oil got from the kernels 
varies with the method, but the average pro- 
duct runs from 48 to 52 per cent. (Cooley). 

Specific gravity.—The specific gravity of the 
sample is “9264, which closely corresponds with 
the figure °925-'936, given by Allen. 

Freezing point.—According to Cooley the 
freezing point of walnut oil is 27°5 deg. C., but 
at 20 deg. C. my sample became quite viscid and 
almost opaque, so that I am quite of opinion 
that it would have solidified at a point some- 
what over 27°5 deg. C. 

Strong nitric acid gives with walnut oila 
dark brown; sulphuric acid also a dark brown, 
which changes to purple; chloride of zinc solu- 
tion gives a muddy brown, and the oil alto- 
gether refuses to solidify when the elaidin test 
isapplied. In this latter respect the oil follows 
the example of cottonseed and the majority of 
other drying oils. 

Saponification.—One thousand parts of oil 
require 1944 parts of KHO for saponification, 
this figure corresponding very closely with 
those of cottonseed and linseed oils, the aver- 
age figure for the former being, according to 
Allen, 193.75 and the latter 162. 

Bromine Absorption.—One hundred parts of 
oil absorbed 90.5 parts of bromine, which is 
relative to peach and apricot oils in ratio very 
similar to the figures got by mills for oils of the 
same class. 

Walnut oil is capable of being used for most 
of the purposes to which linseed oil is applied, 
and as the color is very much lighter than even 
the finest specimens of the latter it ought t» be 
especially in request for the finer classes of 
paints, though it will entirely depend on the 
price at which it can be produced whether it 
will ever come into competition wich linseed 
oil for coarser purposes. 


Iappend a tabular statement of the reactions 
of the various oils with the tests given, and in- 
clude almond oil for the purpose of c.mpart- 
son with the oils of apricot and peach. Ar 
some pharmacists may be desirous of applying 
the tests, it may be of interest to them to know 
how my results were obtained. 


Nitric Acid.—It is customary to use heat in 
the application of this test, but I prefer always 
to work in the cold, the color reactions in the 
latter case occurring much more gradually, 
but nevertheless quite as certainly as in the 
former, while at the same time the decomposi- 
tion of the acid and the oil are thus rendered 
unnecessary. Two fluid drachms of oi! and an 
equal quantity of pure nitric acid, 8.g. 1°42. are 
placed in a test tube, shaken vigorously to- 
gether and set aside, the color reaction being 
successively «examined at the end of five min- 
utes, an hour, and five hours. Different oils 
react differently, either as to the color pro- 
duced or as to the time taken for the color to 
develop; but the method gives nothing more 
than an indication, and besides requires long 
practice before even that can be interpreted 
with any approximate correctness. 


Sulpburie Acid.—About 10 drops of the oil to 
be tested are placed on a white tile (a clean 
ointment slab does very well) and 2 drops of 
strong sulphuric acid allowed to fall into the 
center of the oil from the end of a glass rod. 
The color reactions obtained are with some oils 
extremely characteristic, but the indications 
are of comparatively little use when mixed oils 
are being tested. 

Solution of Chloride of Zinc.—This test is ap- 
plied in the same manner as just described, but 
for every 10 drops of oil, 5 drops of reagent are 
used, and the two stirred well together by 
means of aglassrod. The reagent is prepared 
by making a satursted solution of oxide of zinc 
in strong bydrochloric acid. With certain oils 
distinct colors are produced, but with others 
there is no apparent change. It must not be 
assumed that almond oil is quite pure, even if 
it stand this test, as other oils, rape oil for 
example, are also unaffected by the reagent; 
but absence of color is sufficient to prove that 
the almond oil has not been adulterated with 
peach or apricot oils. 
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On Hopeine. 


A. LADENBURG. 


Through the kindness of Dr. Krause, I re- 
ceived a few days ago 0.47 gms. hopeine, pre- 
pared by Dr. Williamson himself. 

The preparation consisted of a white, micro- 
crystalline powder, and was in the first place 
recrystallized from amylic alcohol. Only 0.1 
gm. of a crystalline product was recovered 
from it,the balance remaining dissolved in a 
very small quantity of the mother liquor, and 
was obtained as an oil after evaporating the 
latter. This oil is readily soluble in alcohol, 
and remains in a crystalline state when the al 


cohol is evaporated. It is also easily soluble in 
cold alcohol, and represents an alkaloid which 
is decidedly different from morphine. 


The difficultly soluble alkgloid, recrystallized 
from amylic alcohol was obtained in forms 
decidedly characteristic of morphine. It was 
again recrystallized from alcohol, and its be- 
havior with this solvent and the form of the 
crystals was identical with that of morphine. 
Italso gave the well known and important 
morphine reactions—1, with sulphuric acid and 
nitric acid; 2, with ferric chloride; 3, with iodic 
acid; 4, with sulphuric acid and sodium molyb- 
date. According to the investigations of Dr. 
Hussak, the morphine obtained from hops and 
that from opium are ideutical in their crystal- 
lographic and optical behavior. 


I must therefore declare that the prepara- 
tion sent me consists of a mixture of mor- 
phine, with a more readily soluble base, a thor- 
ough examination of which will be Dr, Wil- 
liamson’s task. To facilitate this I may also 
observe that this more soluble base gives no 
color reaction with ferric chloride; nor with 
sodium molybdate and sulphuric acid. It is 
insoluble in an excess of sodium hydrate, and 
is quite easily taken up by hydrous ether. 
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Estimation of Rosin in Soaps and 
Fats. 


A. GRITTNER AND J. SZILASI. 


A number of articles have been published on 
the estimation of rosin in soaps and fats, yet it 
may be maintained that none of the methods 
have definitely solved the problem. The 
method of Sutherland has been proven to be 
inapplicable in the presence of oleic acid, be- 
cause the latter is also oxydized by nitric acid. 
The “magnesia” method of Gottlieb gives only 
qualitative reactions, and these only when 
much oleic acid is not present. The method 
recently published by Heiner is based on the 
assumption that curd soaps contain no rosin, 
because “on salting out the soap paste the 
rosin enters into the spent lye.’”” That this as- 
sumption is false is sufficiently proven by the 
fact that all curd soaps which we examined 
were rosin soaps. Nevertbeless this method 
may be used for qualitatively detecting the 
presence of rosin, but for quantitative estima- 
tions in curd soaps, we found itimpracticable. 
Whether it gives good results with soft soaps, 
as is claimed by the author, we will not say. 


The method of Gladding is based on the dif- 
ference of solubility of the silver com- 
pounds of the fatty acids and of rosin in 
ether, butis only applicable for soaps when 
they contain no free fatty acids. When these 
are present, which is most generally the case, 
they are also taken up by the etherand weighed 
as rosin. This might be overcome by first 
saponifying the free fatty acids and then es- 
timating the rosin, but this proceeding would 
be tedious and the results still unsatisfactory. 


We have now devised a method, based upon 
that of Gladding, which is easily executed and 
gives satisfactory results. If a resinous soap is 
dissolved in 8 per cent. alcohol, and the solu- 
tion, in case it bas an acid reaction, is neutral- 
ized with ammonium hydrate, the addition of 
an alcoholic solution of calcium nitrate will 
produce a precipitate of calcium stearate, 
palmitate and oleate. The stearic and palmitic 
acids are completely precipitated, while a 
small portion of the calcium oleate remains in 
solution. The rosin remains wholly in solu- 
tion. If the filtrate is then mixed with argen- 
tic nitrate and sufficiently diluted the oleic 
acid and rosin are separated in the form of 
silver salts. The separation of the rosin from 
the oleic acid is now effected by means of ether, 
in which the rosin compound is easily soluble, 
while the oleate dissolves only sparingly. 


In order to use the method for quan- 
titative estimations we first examined the 
properties of the silver salts of col- 
ophony and. oleic acid, The silver 
salt of rosin is white, insoluble in 
water, soluble in moderately strong alcohol, 
and very readily soluble in ether. The siiver 
oleate is difficultly soluble in ether, and as our 
experiments show 10) c.c. ether, dissolves a 
quantity of silver oleate corresponding to 16 
mgm oleic acid, 


The quantitative estimation of rosin in soaps 
is conducted in the following manner: 1-2 gms 
of the soap are weighed out, and dissolved by 
the aid of heat in 80 per cent alcohol (5 vols. 
alcoho] to 1 vol, water). If the solution has an 
acid reaction itis neutralized with ammonia. 
The solution is then mixed with an excess of a 
10 per cent. alcoholic solution of calcium ni- 
trate cooled and filtered. The first portions of 
the filtrate pass through the filter turbid, and 
are again thrown on the filter. After the pre- 
cipitate has been several times washed with 80 
per cent alcohol, the filtrate is placed in a capa- 
cious flask and argentic nitrate is added in ex- 
cess. The solution is then diluted with 3 times 
its volume of water. If a sufficient quantity 
of orgentic nitrate has been added, the precip- 
itate will collect on the surface after shaking, 
and the selution will be quite clear. The solu- 
tion is then filtered off, and the precipitate is 
washed w‘sh cold water, until the filtrate no 
longer gives a precipitate with hydrochloric 
acid. The precipitate is dried at 70-80 deg. C. 
and washed into the precipitating flask (which 
has also been dried in the meantime) with ether* 
Small portions of the precipitate always adhere 
to the sides of the flash,and can only be re- 
moved with difficulty. 
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4ftera time the ether solution is filtered 
through a dry filter intoa cylinder, graduated 
to 100 c.c., and the residue is washed until the 
filtrate amounts to about 9) c.c. The final 
washings must be colorless. In ease 9 c.c. are 
not sufficient, a larger cylinder holding 250 c.c, 
should be used. The solution is now mixed 
with 10 c.c, dilute dydrochlorie acid and well 
shaken for some time. The hydrochloric acid 
decomposes the silver salt of the rosin, the sil- 
ver chloride settles, and the liberated rosin is 
held in solution by the ether. The cylinder is 
then filled up to the mark with hydrochloric 
acid or ether, and again shaken. When the 
operation has been carefully conducted, the 
precipitate settles quickly, and the solution 
becomes perfectly clear and transparent. 50-60 
¢.c. of the solution are then removed with a 
pipette, the ether is evaporated off, and she res- 
idue is dried at 100 deg. C., and weighed. For 
each 10 cc. of ether a deduction of of 1.6 mgms. 
is made for oleic acid, and from the difference 
the percentage of rosinin the soap is calcu- 
lated. 

When rosin is to be estimated in fatty acid, 
the method is the same, except that the fatty 
acids are first neutralized.—Chem. Ztg. 
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Discovery of Ozokerite Deposits im 
Wyoming. 


A correspondent of the Oil City Derrick 
writing from Lander, Wyoming, speaks of an 
ozokerite discovery as follows: 


“While riding through the Big Horn Moun- 
tains last spring a cowboy saw upon the slope 
of an adjacent mountain something that threw 
back the rays of the sun with dazzling splendor. 
Curious to know the cause of such aglitter 
upon a bare, rocky slope the range rider inves- 
tigated. Dismounting at the foot of the rugged 
incline he scrambled up. As he approached he 
could see that the sun’s reflections from the 
unknown object were deeply tinged with dark 
green tints. Pressing on he soon stood at the 
mouth of a long deserted mine. On the old 
dump was piled the glittering heap from which 
glanced the dark green scintillations. Here 
was gathered a mass of broken pieces of a sub- 
Stance entirely new to tne cowboy, with a 
smooth polished surface, of a dark green color, 
light of weight and structure, the pile of frag- 
ments onthe old dump did indeed presenta 
singular appearance. After considerable 
handling of the slippery material, our cowboy 
became satisfied that he had, in some manner 
as yet unknown to him, ‘struck it rich.’ Mount- 
ing his broncho he rode from the spot deter- 
mined to return when he had more 
time to spare. Accordingly, keeping his secret 
through the summer, he, when the season’s 
work was completed, procured a pick and 
shovel, and with these “‘very seldom” cowboy 
accoutrements set out for the abandoned 
mountain mine, Twenty years at least had 
passed since human foot had descended the 
old shaft. Nething daunted, the cowboy began 
the descent, and found the bottom at a depth 
of twenty feet. Heat once perceived that he 
was surrounded by an immense mass of the 
material that lay upon the dump above. He 
worked for some weeks in the old shaft, get- 
ting out considerable of the curious ore. Then, 
with a few samples in his pockets, he mounted 
his horse and rode to the camp of Messrs. Con- 
ant & Auten, the well-known oil men, at their 
Bonanza springs. He showed these gentlemen 
his find, They recognized at once the oil pres- 
ence in the mineral, but were as much at a loss 
in regard to the actual status as the discoverer 
himself was. Shortly afterward Mr. Conant 
came to Lander, and in conversation he de- 
scribed the “oil stone” to a party of friends. 
In the party was Captain James Mc Avoy, lately 
returned from the oil flelds east of the Missis- 
sippi. As Mr. Conant ceased his description 
the captain drew a singular looking stone from 
his pocket and asked Conantif his oil stone 
looked anything like “that.” The reply was 
“exactly like it.””’, The captain then said that it 
was ozokerite, and proceeded to describe the 
history of his specimen. While East he met 
a friend just returned from the oil fields 
of Old Mexico. Mutual “oil talk’ showed 
that the black oil of the Mexican wells was in 
many respects analageous to the oil of the Bix 
Horn basin. The Mexican operator asked if 
ozokerite had yet been found. The captain 
necded enlightening and his friend said that 
ozokerite was one of the most valuable products 
of the Mexican oil fields, Foralong time the 
Mexican operators were ignorant of the true 
character of the sponge like rock through which 
they had been boring. Its oily look finaliy at- 
tracted investigation, andan analysis by a Ger- 
man chemist revealed ozokerite. The natural 
Wax was at once put upon the market and 
large consignments are being made especially 
to Boston, Mass. Prior to the Mexican dis- 
covery only three fields of ozokerite were 
known: A certain part of Australia, ditto of 
Turkey and that portion of the Caucausus 
mountain range bordering upon the Caspian 
sea. Ail of these fields are miserably ineffi- 
cient, the veins being small in number and 
very meagre. The supply in the Big Horn 
seems inexhaustible. Speculation is all that 
can speak in regard to the fate of the former 
miners of the old mine. The chances are 
greatly in favor of their being scalped by the 
Indians,”

The past week has been one of unusual dull- 
ness as regards the chemical market. The 
strikes among the various railroads in the West 
which apparently are getting worse instead of 
better, are having a depressing effect on the 
market as considerable trouble is experienced 
in shipping to the different points in the West 
and Southwest. Stocks are light with the ex- 
ception of caustic soda which has come freeiy 
to hand. Bleaching powder is in better request 
under more favorable news from abroad. Car- 
bonated and caustic soda ash are both quiet 
with light stocks available for prompt delivery. 
Acetate of lime is firmer. Kainit easier, while 
muriate of potash is firm for prompt delivery. 
The advance in nitrate of soda is maintained. 
while chlorate of potash and brimstone are both 
weaker. The other light chemicals show but 
few changes, as noted below. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands, continues in light stock for 
prompt delivery, with some brands being en- 
tirely out of the market. The demand hasonly 
been light, as consumers as a rule limit their 
orders to current needs. The sales comprise 25 
tons of Kurtz ou the spot at 147}¢c, while for 
April orearly May steamer shipment 1 45c is 
lowest price named. Besides this there have 
been sales of 50 tons spot aud to arrive at 1 35@ 
140c,asto brand and quantity. High test is 
meeting with the usual jobbing demand at 
prices ranging from 1 22}44@130c, as to make, 
quantity and holder. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & 
Co, in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of March 27, say: “The position of heavy 
chemicals is about unchanged since our last re- 
port.

Baron Ferd. Von Mueller, K. C. M.G., of 
Victoria, says the wood, bark, branches and 
foliage should be burntin pits sunk three or 
four feet in the ground; the incineration is 
continue’ unti! the pit is almost filled with 
ashes. ‘Young branches and leaves are usuully 
much richer in potash than the stem wood, 
hence they should not be rejected, The ashes 
thus obtained are placed in tubs or casks on 
straw over a false bottom. Cold water, in mod- 
erate quantities, is poured over the ashes, and 
the first strong liquid removed for evapora- 
tion in flat iron vessels, while the weaker fluid 
is used for the lixiviation of fresh ashes. While 
the evaparation proceeds fresh portions of 
strong liquid are added until the concenirated 
boiling fluid assumes a rather thick consistence. 
At last, with mild heat and constant stirring, 
the whole is evaporated to dryness. This dried 
mass represents crude potash, more or less im- 
pure, according to the nature of the wood em- 
ployed. A final heating in rough furnaces is 
needed to expel sulpbur compounds, water,and 
embyreumatic substances; also to decompose 
coloring principles. ‘Thus pearlash is obtained 
says the Chemist and Druggist. Pure carbonate 
of potassium in crude potash varies from 40 to 
80 per cent. Experiments have given the fol- 
lowing approximate result with respect to the 
percentage of potash in some of our most com- 
mon trees. The woods of the Caguarinas, or 
she oaks, as well as that of the black or silver 
wattle, are somewhat richer than the wood of 
the British oak, but far richer than the ordi- 
nary pine woods. The stems of the Victorian 
blue gum (Eucalyptus Globulus) and the so- 
called swamp tea-tree (Melaleuca cricifolia) 
yield about as much potash as European beech, 
The foliage of the blue gum proved particu- 
larly rich in thisalkali, and as it is heavy and 
easily collected at the saw mills, it might be 
turned to profitable account there, and, in- 
deed,in many other spots of the ranges. In 
the Queensland coast country the mangrove 
could be made to yield potash in immense 
quantities, ag it ig richer in thig alkali than 





















































almost any other native tree or shrub; and 
and even if the mangrove were not used for 
the manufacture of potash, the ash being rich 
in this valuable fertiliser, could be easily and 
economically applied for manurial purposes. 
Of course British woodmen are aware that it is 
hopeless to compete with the extensive mineral 
deposits in Germany, where most of the potash 
oficommerce is now obtained,

Arsenic and Wall Paper. 

The committee on public heaith now holding 
sessions in Boston, continued the hearing rela- 
tive to arsenical wall papers, one day last 
week was given to hearing the testimony of 
several paper manufacturers of New York, and 
a dealer of Boston, the purport of which was 
that no arsenic is used in the manufacture of 
paper, except what gets into it accidentally. It 
was testified that the Wall Peper Manufactu- 
cers’ Association several years ago decided to 
employ no arsenic in the manufacture of wall 
papers, and since then they have not used it. 
They did this not because they were convinced 
of the danger of using small quantities of ar- 
senic, but out of deference to the popular feel- 
ing on the sutject. The witness said they 
never had complaints of arsenical poisoning 
except from Cambridge and other places in 
Massachusetts. Arsenic has been used for 
years in the manufacture of colors, and one uf 
the witnesses employed 350 hands and another 
250, many of them with the fine dust of the 
coloring matter diffused in the air around 
them, and they never knew of any deleterious 
effects from it. The witnesses were opposed to 
any legislation upon the subject on the ground 
that it would create needless alarm and offer a 
cover for dishonest customers, who might re- 
turn stock they did not iike on the ground 
that some chemist claimed he had discovered 
atrace of arsenic in it. The hearing will be 
continued, when it is expected that the remon- 
strants will tinish the presentation of their case 
and the petitioners will put in their evidence 


in rebuttal. 
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A Clever Indigo Swindler. 


Mr. James Woodard, formerly in the news- 
paper business, but now the San Francisco 
agent of the Wabash Railroad, related the other 
day how he was swindled by an alleged manu- 
facturer of indigo. After the close of the war, 
Woodard went to Tennessee, got into politics 
and ultimately into the Legislature. By one 
deal and another, he had managed to save up 
something like $5,000. About the time his bank 
book showed a balance represented by those 
figures, a mysterious individual came to Mem- 
phis, rented rooms and with closed doors and 
blinded windows, he pursued some sort of star 
chamber investigations and experiments, about 
which the curious manifested much interest, 
but could learn nothing more definite than that 
little which they gleaned from the mysterious 
stranger’s frequent visits to drug stores and his 
purchase of divers compounds. 

In the course of afew weeks Woodard was 
taken into the confidence of the weird alchem- 
ist, who told a fairy story of what he had finally 
accomplished after years of patient toil and in- 
dustry, and at the sacrifice of a fortune which 
had been left him by his father, then deceased. 
In brief, he had discovered a process for the 
manufacture of artificial indigo by a combina- 
tion of chemicals and minerals, by which the 
cost of production could be reduced to a mere 
bagatelle. Thesolemn-visaged alchemist was 
plethoric of statistics and pregnant with visions 
of untold profits. But he was broke and wanted 
a partner to help turn the discovery to profit. 
The sincerity and enthusiasm of the man had 
turned the head of the shrewd and worldly 
journalist, and for the first and probably the 
only time in his life, he wasa chump. He vis- 
ited the rooms of the chemist and inspected the 
process of manufacture. He was yet skeptical 
and cynical, but the man agreed to the severest 
tests. Provided with a formula, Woodard him- 
self went forth to the druggists. He spent fifty 
cents in the purchase of compounds with 
strange Latin names. With his own eyes he wit- 
nessed the alchemist throw these into the hopper 
of his machine. There was a rapid turning of 
a crank, a sound of crushing rolls and cogs and 
things, anda minute later a receiving box at 
the rear ofthe machine held two pounds of 
lump indigo, which had been spouted from the 
bowels of the odd machine. Woodward was 
ustounded with wonder. His strenger friend, 
witha look of proud satisfaction, appeared 
wise, but said not a word, his expression con- 
veying more eloquently the famous remark of 
Daniel Webster: “There she stands: look at 
her.” Woodward was half converted already. 
He toox the indigo to a chemist of established 
reputation and had it analyzed. It proved to 
be the genuine article, so he said. The fiy 
newspaper man was captured. The production 
of the indigo cost 50 centsa pound. The mar- 
ket price was $2. Hundreds of thousands of 
pounds was consumed annually. It looked 
like asure fortune in sight. He hastened to 
close a contract for@ half interest, by the pay- 
ment of $4,500 to the serious and clerical inven- 
tor, who took him in with the understanding 
that he should share equally in the profits, but 
should not possess himself of the secret of the 

invention. Two days were then spent in the 
manufacture of indigo at the rate of about 200 
pounds a day—a profit of $300 per day—$150 
clean income to each partner every twenty- 
four hours. The impecunious journalist was 
wild with delight. Then the senior partne 
t 





disappeared; also the money which Woodward 
had put into the firm. He found that he 
couldn’t work the machine, and after weeks of 
patient waiting for the absent partner, he had 
the machine taken apart. His hopes were biast- 
ed by the denovement, All the drugs that had 
been put in the hopper were skillfully packed 
in aside apartment of the structure; another 
apartment contained a remnant of what had 
once been 400 pounds of pure indigo, which, by 
an arrangement of belts and pulleys, had been 


‘systematically given out of the spout while the 


machine was being fed at the other end, Then 
it dawned on the junior member that he was 
the victim of a well-conceived and well-devel- 
oped job. Yearsafter he accidentally met the 
swindling and fraudulent chemist in a restau- 
rant in New York. He beat him nearly to 
death, but that was all the satisfaction he ever 
got out ofan investment of $5,000.

Salt Production in the Future. 


A gentieman who has recently spent consid- 
erable time at East Saginaw and Bay City tells 
the Port Huron Times that he found the atten- 
tion of men engaged in the salt business in the 
Saginaw valley generally turned toward St. 
Clair river. They say that within a few years 
the lumber business of the Valley will disap- 
pear, and after it is gone it will be impossible 
to compete with St. Clair river in the manufac- 


ture of salt. The reasons ziven are that Sagi- 
naw brine contains only 60 to 70 per cent of 
salt, and is impure, while St. Clair river brine 
contains 100 per cent of pure salt; and that St- 
Clair river has the advantage in fuel freights, 
and alarge advantage in freight rates west- 
ward, as grain vessels bound up light can afford 
to carry salt to Lake M chigan and Lake Super- 
ior porte at very low rates. They believe that 
St. Clair county is to be the great salt produc- 
ing region of the future, and three manufac- 
turers now doing business at East Saginaw 
were named who have fully decided to locate 
on St. Clair river within the next two years.

Alizarine is in steady demand, but the sales 
making are principally of small quantities to 
supply current requirements, Prices are un- 
ehanged and may be quoted at 20@2Ic, accord- 
ing to brand and quantity. For alizarine as- 
sistant there is very little demand at the mo- 
ment, and prices remain nominally unchanged 
at our quotations. 

Albumen is not selling to any extent, buyers 
regulating their purchases in accordance with 
their immediate needs.
